ALM0S1 AN EXPLOSION. 



Due to Leak in Boiler in the Town 



Last Fridiy night, December 29th. but 
for the fortunate presence and quick 
action ui the janitor there might have 
been a scitous accident in the Town 
Hall. The day hail been extremely 
windy ami consequently it was difficult 
to heat the building even with a heavy 
lire. Usually after attending to his tires 
for ti e night the janitor leaves about 
nine o'clock. Fortunately, Fiiday night 
he was detained tor an hour and before 
leaving went down for a final look at the 
fire. He found the water in the boilei 
had dropped about two and one-half 
inches in an hour. Immediately he 
began to investigate conditions and found 
a serious leak around the baud-hole. 

After drawing the fire and water he 
worked with a mechanic all night and 
finally succeeded in patching the boiler 
so that a hre could again be started. 
The hand-hole that caused the trouble 
was rusted and worn out. Had the 
janitor gone home at his usual hour leav- 
ing a hot fire and witli the water dropping 
about two and one-halt inches an hour, 
befoie morning an explosion must have 
occurred. This might happen at any 
time w ith the boiler in its present worn 
and Jdilapitated condition. In the 
opinion of heating experts the plant 
never was competent to furnish sufficient 
heat tor the entire building. In extreme 
cold weather we ate burning nearly 
double the amount ol coal necessary with 
a proper heating plant, and even then it 
is impossible to properly heat the build- 
ing. 

At the last town meeting there was an 
aiticle in the warrant calling tor an ap- 
propriation lor a new heating plant lor 
the Town Hall building. This was 
recommended by the Hoaid of Selectmen 
and Appropriations Committee. Without 
any explanation or estimates being coir- 
si lered the vvluld matter was laid on the 
table. One ol our citizens claimed that 
the boiler could be repaired and put in 
g iod condition ior a lew hundred 
dollars so that it would last lor a number 
ot years. During the summer the boiler 
v\ as examined and put in the best pos- 
sible condition Nevertheless the acci- 
dent of Friday night occurred. Can the 
town take the risk oi wrecking the build- 
ing and endangering life rather than ex- 
pend a few thousand doll irs t>>r a prppi-r 
heating plant.

When company comes we feel the 
desire to give them the very best our 
table can afford. The following are 
a few ideas that may be used. The 
drink with small cakes served to the 
caller on a warm day ts very refresh- 
ing. 

Lemon Fizz.— Grate the yellow rind 
from three lemons, squeeze the Juice 
Irom six, and pour over two quarts 
of boiling water; stir in half a pound 
of sugar and cover. When lukewjifB 
•44 half a yeast cake dissolved to • 
cup warm water; cover and 1st 
stand ovc-r night. In the morning but 
tt> SBd tie down the corks. Put in a 
COOl place for a day or two when it 
will be ready to use. 

Chicago Salad.— Take large, very 
ripe pears, cut in halves and cored 
(canned pears may be used); fill the 
cavity made where the cores were 
removed with chopped celery and wal- 
nut meats mixed with mayonnaise. Ar- 
range around the salad bowl and till' 
the center with cream cheese or cot- 
tage cheese, made rich with cream, 
put through the rlcer. 

Normandy Salad. — Chop and mix to- 
gether three cucumbers, _ three hard- 
cooked eggs, one cub of olives, three- 
fourths of n cup Of nut meats, and 
serve in lettuce nests with mayon- 
naise. 

Knmmel Torte, — Put a half pound 
each of dates, nuts, and a fourth of a 
pound of figs with three tablespoon- 
fuls of bread crumbs through a meat 
chopper. Mix well and fold In the 
mixture Into the whites of six eggs 
beaten stiff. Hake in a moderate oven 
slowly, either in a loaf or layer tins. 
If In layers, put together with whipped 
cream, and you have a cake fit for a 
king. 

Dried peaches and apricots mixed 
make a delicolus dessert. Stew un- 
til tender, and put through a sieve. 

Add cream and freeze.

" The third three are for the Trinity. 
Every time the ting is made it is an ex- 
pression of the Cutholic faith in the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

The last rings are tor a short prayer 
to be offered by all devout Catholics at 
that time. What could be moit impres- 
sive than that all people within the sound 
of the bells should unite m a wotd ol 
piayer. 

"One need not unless it be conven- 
ent go as far as the peasants did in the 
famous painting of Millais, drop their 
implements of work. For while we toil 
with our hands we may do as Tennyson 
said : 

Speak to him thou for he Dears. 
And suirit with spirit may meet, 
Nearer is he than breathing 
And closer than hands and leet.

Last summer a poor woman and her 
daughter called on a Rhode Island 
suffragist for advice. } I er husband is a 
drinking man. He is able bodied but 
does not provide torhU family. H<» was 
discharged on account ot dtunkenness 
trom his Ust position and made little or 
no attempt to get work again although 
his familv *as in sore need of bis help. 

One daughter, who looked tired and 
worn and prematurely old. was giving 
all her wages to the support ot the 
tamilv. The mother was doing her 
utmost to help out ami trequently ironed 
all day Sunday to keep up with her work. 
The sixteen year-old daughter was 
working in a shoe-stiing tactory and 
contributing her share to the meagre 
family income. 

Like the great majority ot people who 
\uow all about the haidships and 
temptations of life, these three women 
w ere not disposed to judge the weak and 
shiftless father too harshly. Their 
complaint was not that he was out of 
work, not that he was la/y ami drunken, 
not that he tailed to provide the neces- 
sities ot lite tor his family. 

Their complaint was that he was col- 
e 1 ting the sixteen year-old daughter's 
wages, that he threatened to keep on 
doing; so. and that her employers had 
told her she must be discharged if her 
tather continued to hang around, 
an intoxicated state, on payday. The 
|joor girl and her over-worked mother 
and ststti weie therefore greatly worried 
lest the lose her position. Her em- 
ployers said she was a gooil worker and 
they wanted to keep her, but they could 
not be bothered with her father. 

The mother and elder daughter had 
lettjthe young girl at home weepiiiR over 
het worries and humiliation, and had 
taken their troubles to a woman suffra- 
gist. They had in some wav got an 
inkling that a sufftagist would be con- 
cerned in their behalf ; they felt that a 
woman would surely understand ; they 
trusted that a believer in Votes tor 
Women would know the law ; and they 
had a faint hope that she would find a 
way out of their trouble. 

How easy it is to exploit women ! The 
mother, who had raised a family and had 
one daughter twenty live years old, did 
not rebel. The daughter nl twenty live 
did hpt rebel. The daughter ot twenty- 
live tlid not rebd though she was literally 
giving the very best days ol her lite and 
was getting none ot the best 1 if lile in 
return. The young girl of sixteen, 
" sweet sixteen," was giving up her 
youth and health and beauty in a shoe- 
string factory, not for tun, not lor belli r 
equipment for life, not tor love of work 
in a factory, but that she and her tamily 
might have the necessities of lite. She 
tlid nut lebel because she had to work, 
but simply because her position was 
endangered by the annoyance her lather 
was causing her employers. 

Think of it ! Think also of the short- 
sightedness ol this voter, whom the law 
recognizes, not because he is an able 
■ man ami good tather. not because he is a 
; good citizen, but only because he is 
I male. She was his own daughter and 
j was helping to support him, ami yet he 
j knowingly endangered her honorable 
i position ! Her employers did not 
! threaten hi in ; they threatened het. 
\\ by ? 

j Shall these these things go on mdeti 
' nitel) or shall w e stop them soon ? That 
\ is the question the Votes lor Women 
movement is asking, and that is the 
question it is bound to answer. The 
great majority ot people in the United 
States are poor ; they are continually 
face to face with the haidships and 
I temptations and abuses of lite. They 
' are at the very door of the Votes for 
' Women movement ami they are knock- 
ing tor entrance. Tlu-y need the help, 
the protection, the education, the counsel 
that equal suffrage gives. We need 
them because ol their numbers ; hut 
more because ot their w hol-sotuehess 
ami simpli ity, then plain 
sense, tin ir expt rle net in adver 
tin if nearness to the Inn 
(•i mciph s nl hie 

Isn't it significant and che< 
women are turning to Votes lot 
in tiu ii ir. ubles ?

The Metropolitan Planning Hoard, 
consisting of Edward A. Eileiie, J R. 
Coolid<e, jr , and John Nolan, has pre- 
sented a big report to (he Legislature 
lor tuture Metropolitan planning. The 
present board says that it will tedtice tin- 
cost of living by promoting the transac- 
tion ol business and h> improving social 
conditions. 

The new board would have jurisdiction 
over Boston, lanihiidge, Cilehea, 
Everett, Lyin, Maiden, Medtord, Mel- 
lose, Newton, (Jtiiuey, Sometville, 
Waltham, Woburn, Arlington, Belmont, 
Braintree, Brookhne, Canton, Cohassel, 
Dedham, Dover, lliiigham, Hull, Mil- 
ton, Nahallt, Needham, Revere, Satlgus, 
Stoneham, Swatnpscott, Wakelield, 
Watertown, W llesley, Weston, West 
wood, Weymouth, Winchester and Win- 
throp. 

And as an aid to reducing the cost 
ot living, the report s;us : 

"The planning board -hoiild have a 
chairman and two members appointed by 
the Governor, also two members ap- 
pointed by the Mayor ot Boston, the 
chairman's salaiy to he $10,000, the other 
foil! members to receive Jiooo each per 
annum and then terms ot office to he live 
years." A total of $14,000 per annum. 
And what will happen to Winchester and 
the other small cities and towns, if this 
bill passes. It will be found in the end 
Boston hrst, last and always.

I hole 
cover was rusted out a little on its out- 
Side edges, ,<not the hole itself) als 1 Ihe 
boiler plate around the hand hole had 
become- worn and had to be cut out a 
little 111 older to admit a larger size hand 
hole cover than die old cover 111 order In 
properly hold the packiuu between the 
covet and the boiler plate 111 place Tins 
is a matter ot,„veiv common occurrence, 
but such repairs and replacements are 
usually taken care of when boilers are 
not in use. Hand hole covers are taken 
oil when boilers are examined and their 
condition carefully looked after before 
they are put back in place or they w ill 
not hold the packing pioperly and the 
water from the boiler will leak out in 
consequence. As the Town Hall boiler 
has never had a new hand hole cover 
since the boiltr was installed, it shows 
that the boiler must be in temarkablv 
good condition considering the set vice 
it has given. The statement that the 
trouble came from a "leak in the boiler" 
Mi certainly incorrect and misleading. 
Some ot the ladies of "'Hie Fort- 
nightly, " which organization held a 
reception 011 Monday evening, so under- 
stood the STAR article that they were 
disturbed by the public announcement 
that Uie boiler was unsafe and tiiat a 
"wind? day" made it especially a 
menace to lite and limb, as we have bad 
many windy days since December 29th 
when the boiler "almost" exploded. 

The article further states that the jani- 
tor " finally succeeded in patching the 
boiler" which is certainly a misstatement 
as not a single patch has ever been put 
upon any part ot the boiler. Ol course 
it is unfortunate that the janitor, who is 
celtaiul) a very laitful man, had to work 
all night .drawing off the hot water and 
steam, waiting for the boiler to cool and 
take tune 10 run around and get a new 
hand hole cover; then the janitor had to 
put in the new cover and pack it, till the 
boiler with fresh cold water and get up 
Mean) to warm the building betore the 
town officers armed 111 the morning. 
But the janitor and his mechanic were 
not "patching the boiler" all this tune. 
They were simply putting in a new 
hand boh; cover which was not put 111 
properly 01 was not in good ordei when 
replaced last summer or whenever the 
boiler was examined and put in order 
lor use or it would not have leaked water 
Rawiioud any more on December 29th than 11 does

Il the leak had not been dis- 
covered helure lb*- janitor went home, 
when the level ol the boilei watet reac hed 
the lusilile safely plugs io the boiler 
pi ile. just above the level of the upper 
row ol tubes, the plugs would have 
melted and the steam and water in the 
boiler would have put out the lire so 
that 110 harm vyo'dd have come to any- 
body and the janitor could have re- 
placed the detective hand hole cover in 
the day time rather than at night. Such 
safety plugs are required by law to be 
put into every boiler in Massachusetts 
and the Town Hall boiler is equipped 
with one or more. It is utterly impos- 
sible for the Town Hall built r used 
simply tor heating purposes under 
a low pressuie of steam to explode under 
the circumstances that existed oil the 
night ot December 29th last. It is not 
right to disturb the public mind by 
claiming anything to the contrary. 

One other thought which may reassure 
the minds ot those who do not have faitli 
in tne writer's statements, that it is 
perfectly sale tot all citizens who value 
their lives to make use ot and visit the 
Tow n Hall building, " windy " days as 
well as all other days, is the lact that 
the State oi Massachusetts, also the 
Hartford Steam Boiler Insuiance Co. 
both independently examine the Town 
Hall boiler at stated intervals, ( but once 
a year at least) and pass upon its safety, 
making a written, formal report on its 
condition to the Board of Selectmen. It 
is impossible to think that both of these 
high authorities, who specially look alter 
the heating plants ot public buildings 
are all wrong in their assurance to the 
town that the Town Hall boiler is per- 
fectly safe and that the unknown writer in 
the hTAR is right in his sensational 
statements that it is unsafe. When a 
member ot the board of Selectmen, the 
writer of this article proposed that the 
Harttord Co. should lake all Ihe risk ol 
the care «nd safety 01 tne Town Hall 
boiler. This was voteo" by the selectmen 
and up to this day, the town pays lor 
yearly inspection and advice from the 
Harttord Co. as to the best way to care 
for the boiler as f.ir as its safety is con- 
cerned.

It seems t<> a great lover ot town j 
government that a backward step has 
been taken in Winchester when the se- 
lectmen of the town vote not to allow 
then doings to lie reported to the public 
as has been the custom tor many \eais.

Tins is notably true of infants and 
younj; children, says a medical ttiend 
in-:, in- The Spectator. Not only do 
liiaiiv infants and young children digest ' 
eggs with dilliculty, especially when hist 
eali ii, but many more are made ill it this 
particular food is part iken oi too freely, | 
he case ol uidei .children, it the 
»p too continuously. 
I bis inability of young people to digest 
eggs is probably in line with the well- 
lecogni/ed lact that the infant's stomach, 
or digestive juices, must be taught to ] 
digest most dietary articles other than 
the maternal milk. Cows' miik, lor 
instance, is a veritable poison to some 
infants, while many a newly born requires 
some practice and education before it 
can thotouirhly digest mother's milk. 

Individual susceptibility as regards 
eggs is extremely variable ; in some per- 
sons eggs always act as poisons, while in 
others the toxic influence may be marked 
at one time and at another much dimin- 
ished or entirely wanting, especially 
when the subject is in sound condition. 

The susceptibility may be observed in 
eggs of every degree ol freshness, and in 
some cases only with the eggs of certain 
birds. Changes in eggs may also be 
brought about by methods ol cooking, 
lor while s une persons manifest their 
susceptibility only when the egg is raw 
others are poisoned only when it is 
cooked or ptepared in some unusual and 
unaccustomed manner. 

In most of the reported cases the white 
of the egg appears to have been the 
offending element. The symptoms of 
egg poisoning differ greatly in degree ; 
in some casts only nausea and headache 
occur ; in others the most violent symp- 
toms, suggestive of irritant poisoning, are 
observed. 

Sometimes, when the use of egg is long 
continued, they give to the sy mptomg'oup 
that which we call hilliousness, which 
after all is but n torm of auto-intoxication, 
due possibly to the presence of some 
alkaloid in the blood. The symptoms of 
egg poisoning are essentially those ol so- 
called ptomaine poisoning. 

It is true that the eggs giving rise to 
toxic phenomena are in most instances 
apparently fresh when eaten, but when 
we lecall that the porous shell of the 
egg will admit the micro organisms tliat 
cause the eitg to rot, as well as various 
strong odors, it is easy to comprehend 
that tin egg may appear fresh and yet 
lirsl place, as i contain bacteria that in susceptible per- 
sons and in certain conditions of diges- 
tion may pioduce changes which may 
cause toxic symptoms.

GRADE CROSSING PLANS. 

Editor or the Stab : 

In anticipation not only of the discus- 
sion at tlie Deliberative Assembly on 
the evening ot the l8th but also ot a re 
port which is expected in the immediate 
future from our present Cirade Cross- 
ing Committee on which the voters as 
a whole uiil have to pass, a mere recital 
ot some ol tlie tacts which have been 
involved in previous discussions may 
prove helpful, particularly to those who 
have not followed tlie histoiy ot the 
matter. 

Town Flan. The Guild plan as 
adoptedby the town and presented by- 
its counsel to the Speciaf Commission 
lowers the railroad tracks at the centre 
three feet, raises the street levei there 16 
feet, and employs a bridge one hundred 
feet, or in the alternative, two 
hundred twenty-five feet, wide. The 
town's estimate of cost before tne 
Special Commission, as shown by it* 
counsel's brief, for 4 one hundred Jout 
bridge with a three per cent. gnrney 
including the' cost of raising buildings, 
tilling. land damage, etc.. is £253,9*'; 
the structural cost for the same, exclu- 
sive of damage, is 1106,132. The total 
cost, including laud damages, on till 
four pet cent, grade is $223,5x4 ; the 
construction cost alone, $93,487. Ac- 
cording to the town counsel's brief the 
total valuation of the land affected in 
any way by the town plan is 1180,055 
and of buildings, $199,800. The estimate 
by the Committee ot Fifteen ( width of 
biidge presumably one hu mi red teet) 
for three per cent, grade is $380,000 ; tor 
four per cent 1320,000, including all 
land damage. 

Vina! ;Plan. The original plan was 
estimated at $355,000, the modilied plan 
at $3 10,000 by the Committee of Fifteen. 
Figures sub. Tutted in town counsel's brief 
were $224,324. ( I here have Ueen so 
many modifications of tlie Vinal plan that 
caution must be used in comparing these 
figures). 

Kedtern Two Bridge Flan. Estimated 
by Connnttee ot Fifteen, $350,000. A 
two bridge plan, not agreed to, however, 
by the railroad, was figured by it before 
the Special Commission at $291,200 and 
by the town's experts at $324,8X0 (town 
counsel's briet). 

Stone Arch Bridge Plan. Railroad 
tracks raised from zero at Wedgemeie to 
ten leet at Centre ; streets depressed at 
Centre seven teet. Three pel cent, 
trades except North Main and Church 
streets* which are lour per cent. 
Estimate by Committee ol Fifteen, 
' $285,000. 

j State Engineer's Flan. Leaves tracks 
I at present grade, starts at Church stieet 
I between Dix and Common Streets and 
j goes at fight angles across the Com- 
j moil over bridges crossing the railroad 
i tracks and Thompson street and through 
j the Whitney property to the corner ot 
I Walnut and South Main streets, tirade 
, from Church stieet to the bridge three 
and one halt per cent ; from the bridge to 
Main street, tour and one-half per cent. 
Fot use by the Woburn-Medtord cars, 
the plan also grades from the Centre 
along that p.irt ot Common street paralkl 
to the railroad tracks to the proposed 
budge. Cost figured in 1908 by Suite 
Engineer lor sixty-six toot bridge includ- 
ing a subway at tin- Centre and land dam- 
ages to the Whitney property now owned 
by the town, but exclusive of the Com- 
mon, $175,000. The item for land dam- 
ages is $70,650. 

In view ol the fact that several plans 
now being considered propose to make 
use ot Common street (trout Church 
street to the tracks) , Walnut street ami 
Converse Place, or tne new boulevard 
along the edge ot the Mill pond as 
pioposed by the Kelluway plan, the 
following distances, roughly taken Iroiu 
the town engineei's plan accotding to 
its scale, may be pertinent : 

From the centre (meaning thereafter 
the point ot crossing ol the i.iilroad and 
street railway tracks) to a point on the 
railroad tracks opposite the middle of 
Walnut street, live hundred feel. From 
the centre to a point on Mam street op- 
posite the middle ot Walnut street, six 
hundred leet. From the latter point via 
Walnut stieet to the lailroad tracks, five 
hundred sixty feet, l-rom the railroad 
tracks at the station via Common street 
by the Wateiheld building to the centre 
ot Church .street, three hundred twenty 
leet. From the latter point via Church 
street to the Centre, six hundred teet. 
From the same point on Church street 
opposite the end ot Common street near 
the Watei field Blilg. via Common street, 
Walnut stieet. Main stieet and Converse- 
place to Mt. Vert.on street, thirteen hun- 
dred feet. From the same starting point 
via Church street, the Centre and Mt. 
Vernon street to a point opposite Con- 
verse place, eight hundred seventy teet. 

Obviously these are only a few of the 
many tails that may be involved ill future 
discussions, So tar as they may prove 
helptul.

boaid of selectmen and found only a 
tew minor repairs necessary. It was 
not deemed necessary to lower the boiler 
pressure a single pound.

On Jan. ;rd the Winchester Equal 
Suffrage League held the second regular 
League meeting ot the year at 64 Church 
street. Thev were very lortunate in 
having with them, as speaker tor the 
afternoon, Mrs. Glendower Evans— a 
member ot the Mass. Minimum Wane 
Hoard. From 3.30 to 4 a business meet- 
ing was held. The constitution was 
amended to meet the requirements of a 
large and growing organization and 
By-laws were enacted and new plans of 
work were discussed. The organizing 
111 other towns was accepted as part of 
1 the policy ot the league. 
I Promptly at tout, the chairman intro- 
duced Mrs. Evans and the audience had 
.111 interesting hour listening to the 
I accounts of the work of the Minimum 
Wage lioaul. Mrs. Evans said in biiel 
that it was only two years ago last Sep- 
tember, that Massachusetts lirst became 
interested 111 a bill, to he presented to 
Uie Massachusetts legislature establishing 
a;mmiiniiiii wage tor the employment ol 
Women and minors in industry. This 
movement was first started in Wisconsin 
ami although it was deleated 111 that state 
because 01 its utter novelty, caused 
much publicity thmughout the country. 
Gov. l-'oss appointed Mrs. Evans 011 
'"' i the Minimum Wage Hoard of Massachil- 

- ' setts* and it is investigating the wages ol 
women and minors in Mass., and com- 
piling statistics as to existing conditions. 

Mis EvatIS brought out strongly the 
tact that any industry where employees 
receive less than a living wage is itself a 
parasite 011 the community because if 
the industry will not support its girls 
tin y must be subsidized by either their 
parents, charity or vice. Therefore pri- 
vate business is a matter ol public in- 
terest. 

The st. ite has a right to interfere on 
constitutional grounds against labor 
bought .<i bargain pncis, for women and 
1 nildreii are wards of the state ami as 
sncll it is for the benefit ot posterity that 
they be protected. 

Without the ballot women cm only 
resort to calling attention to existing 
evils and to indirect influence on legisla- 
tion. All who are deeply concerned 
with the bettering ot humanity feel the 
crying need ot the direct metiiod ami 
influence on legislation. 

Mrs. Evans says she is not so sanguine 
as to believe that legislation cm entuely 
remedy piesent conditions but she leels

With regard to the announced reduc- 
tion from 5 to 3 cent* in the charge 
made by the New England Telephone

The independent and well-governed 
communities about Boston, of which 
Somerville is one. should be more than 
usually vigilant this year it they desire 
to retain theii present identities. There 
is evidence of a strong movement to 
merge all the suburban cities into greater 
Boston, and this movement has almost 
unanimous Democratic support. Gover- 
nor Foss declares for it in his inaugural ; 
a bill to effect consolidation been intro- 
duced in the legislature, and vaiious 
organizations and individuals ate lobby- 
ing for it. 

What Somerville needs most is a 
chance to look alter itselt. No increased 
metropolitan expenses are wanted even 
for so promising a proposition as the 
metropolitan plan commission. Somer- 
ville does not need I he patronizing super- 
vision of Boston, and is strenuously op- 
posed to being swallowed by the busi- 
ness and politics ot that city.- [Somer- 
ville Journal. 

The Somerville Reporter sounds a note 
of warning against what it characterizes 
as an attempt by the Greater Boston ad- 
vocates to rule the distiict. Referring 
to the central planning commission legis- 
lation which has been put forward by the 
Metropolitan Plan commission, it says. 
"The idea ot a Greater Boston has been 
very ingeniously tinned in the proposed 
bill, I nit it is there just the same, lor a 
central planning commission with tin- 
powers, which it would originally have, 
and would subsequent!) acquire, would 
practically rule the district and the local 
autonomy which is put into the lull as a 
sop to those who stand lor municipal 
independence would count tor but little." 



The governor, judging by the tone of 
his inaugural, is a disciple of the big city 
idea, and believes that Boston will grow 
merely by virtue ot annexing the outly- 
ing communities, and proudly proclaim- 
ing to the world its population. We 
never have believed and we do not now 
lieheve that intelligent businessmen are 
to be swayed in their judgment by mere 
size, as disclosed by the figures in the 
census tallies. Before we are converted 
to the Greater Huston plan, we must be 
shown some more potent reason and 
some taiier system than has as yet been 
brought forward by Governor Foss, Mi. 
Key, or any 01 the other gentlemen who 
have interested themselves so strongly in 
bringing about a union between com- 
munities that show 110 desire whatsoever 
to be united. -[Cambridge Chronicle.

Mr. Nugent's colleagues 
on the Board and also Ins friends have 
resorted to all maimer ol persuasion to 
have him consent to serve another term, 
but could make no impression Mr. 
Nugent is a fous\ man and doe* not 
believe in shirking his duties, and so for 
a considerable time he felt that he could 
not consistently do equal justice to his 
private business and the town. Hence 
his desire to retire from the Board. 

For candidates, in addition to those 
who are mentioned above, the friends 
of Mr. Charles S. Tenney, that well 
known hustling business man. are 
urging him to stand. Then. too. the 
friends of Mr. Fled N. Kerr, who is 
fullv conversant with town affairs, wide 
awake, bright and alert, as all know him 
to be who are acquainted with lum 
during his long residence in Winchester, 
have secured his consent to be a candi- 
date. Mr. Vincent L Famsworth is 
another man who is being urged to ac- 
cept a nomination. Of a progressive, 
yet conservate make up. Ins friends claim 
that he is just such a man as would give 
strength to tin- Board. Then thete is 
Mr. Elhridge K Jewett.who has retired 
from business and would prove a strong 
Selectman, and one who could fteely 
give of his time. 

So tn.it it will be seen from the above 
liM of candidates, if all will consent to 
run. that there will l»- no'danger this year 
of a lack of st'iong men lor the board, as 
every one Oi them is well qualified.

A RIGHT, A PRIVILEGE, 

OR A RESPONSIBILITY? 

Eimtoii of rim Star : 

Year* ago. when woman suffrage 
was fln-t calling attention to itself, 
much wan said about Woman's " Rights,'* 
Among these right*. Suffrage was 
claimed as paramount, as the one 
•■ right "that wan necessary to bring 
all other " right* "—the right to enter 
any of the professions, the right to take 
up any occupation, the right to a more 
liberal educatiuu, and ho forth. Today 
there are found women in all the pro- 
fessions, in almost every kind of busi- 
ness, and college doors have opened to 
them. 

All this has come, and it has come 
without the suffrage; but still the 
clamoring for suffrage goes on, and 
astonishing as it seems, it Is still 
claimed by some suffragists as a "right." 
Not by all, however, for most suffragists 
have accepted the decision of the 
Supreme Court on this point, and now 
think they have found other grounds 
on which to rest their claim. Still, it 
is not long since a woman in Winchester 
stated that no matter -what the result 
might be, no matter how disastrous to 
the country, women ouy lit to have suf- 
frage because It was their " Right." It 
was surpiising to heai Mich an echo of 
the Past, and I wondered how this 
woman would define " A Right." Id 
the 1 Declaration of Independence," 
Life, Liberty and the Pursuit of Happi- 
ness are given us inalienable rights of 
all human beings ; lint apparently the 
suffragists who still make this claim of 
suffrage as a " right." th'nk that 
Thomas Jefferson djade a grave 
omission, that he should have written, 
" Life, Liberty, the Pursuit of Happi- 
ness, and Suffrage." 

If Suffrage were a fourth inalienable 
right, all citizens should have it, every 
woman as well as every mau. and no 
law should deprive t^AfjBf it, no 
limit of age should lie seC^Ha^fcJfcei's. 
In theii wisdom, thought twenty-one 
the age wheu the average man is pre- 
pared to vote ; but many a young man 
of eighteen or nineteen is fully as well 
qualified to use the ballot as many 
another twice his age ; if suffrage be 
an inalienable Right, no law should 
withhold the vote from anyone on 
account of age. 

Again. If suffrage be a " li^'ht." what 
tyranny is exercised in the District of 
Columbia, where uu one. neither man 
UOr woman i* a'lowed lo vote. Yet I 
have never hoard that any citizens of 
the District ever complained of this 
law, as i hey certainly would if it de- 
prived them of a •• right." 

The men in the A i my and Navy do 
not vote : yel I do not think they com- 
plain of unjust treatment. 

So ! Whatever else suffrage may he 
—a power, a privilege, a temptation, 
a responsibility, a burden - which- 
ever you deem it— it is not a •Right." 
It is, as it ever has been, a question of 
expediency pure and simple, a question 
of good government. There is no other 
principle involved. It is simply : 
" Would the country be better governed 
if woman should become a part of the 
body politic? For suffrage, let it 
never be forgotten, means not merely 
casting a vote, but participation in all 
departments of government. It means 
"politics," and "politics" Elihu 
Root has defined as " Modified War." 

Mis. Barclay Hazard, a woman of 
leisure and means, formerly of Cali- 
fornia where she did good work for 
women ami the State, now of New York 
where she is doing equally good work 
for women and the State, in connection 
with the Police Courts, tells of a Suf- 
frage Meeting she once attended. After 
some anient suffragists had inveighed 
against the Law that was depriving 
them of their "rights." Mrs. Hazard 
was asked to say something. She 
spoke from the point of view ot an 
anti-suffragist, and gave a brief digest 
of the many laws concerning women — 
made for their protection and aid. 
There happened to be in the audience, 
a clear-headed, shrewd old country 
woman from Southern Missouri. She 
had listened with great Interest to what 
had been said on both sides. When 
Mrs. Hazard had taken her seat, this 
woman surprised the audience by drawl- 
ing out, with what Mrs. Hazard callsthe 
true "Bush Whacker intonation:" — 
" Wal. gals. I reckon your quarrel is 
with the Lord, and not with the Law ."' 

And many of her Massachusetts 
sisters think the same.

Gentlemen:- The twenty-ninth annual 
lepottof the Superintendent of Schools 
is herewith presented. 

General Survey. 

In the conduct ot our school system 
we have two jiuis that are sometimes 
considered diverse, but which we regard 
as supplementary. The former includes 
the usual regular school work and 
engtosses most of out attention and 
effort ; the latter includes the application 
of better methods and the enlargement ot 
the scope of our ac tivities. We mean to 
do both things and to keep the second 
subordinate to the Iirst. Inasmuch, 
however, as the regular work does not 
greatly change from year to year, tms 
report must concern itself for the most 
part with innovations. These are based 
upon new ideas obtained from profession- 
al reading, attendance at educational 
meetings, and visits at schools where 
particular progress has been said to exist. 
In these ways inspiration is brought to 
our schools and stagnation is avoided. 

As required by law. instruction is 
given in our grades in spelling, reading, 
writing, English language and grammar, 
geography, arithmetic, drawing, Ameri- 
can history and civil government, 
physiology, hygiene, and good behavior 
and. as permitted by law, in kindergarten 
training, physical training, manual train- 
ing, sewing, cooking, music, ethics, and 
first aid to the injured. We do not now 
undertake any subjects, such as foteign 
languages, which are commonly left to 
the High School. The suojects included 
in our course of study are well taught ; 
and the results, so tar as nitty be judged 
by comparison w ith other good schools 
visited, are satisfactory. 

1 hiring the past year we have im- 
proved our primary leading by the use ol 
a series of basal readers, which because 
of their exceptional interest to children, 
cultivate expression while retaining the 
word, phonic, and sentence method in 
teaching. The success winch has been 
attained has been rendered possible by 
visits ot out first grade teacheis to other 
schools, teachers" meetings, and instruc- 
tion by a specialist in the subject. In 
arithmetic, our primary teachers have 
been studying a recent book by Superin- 
tendent Gray, ol Chicopee. who has 
developed an exceptionally successful 
method. It is expected that the inspira- 
tion and help from this book, the discus- . 
sions m teachers' meetings, end one or 
more talks by the author will greatly I 
strengthen our number teaching. In tin- 
grades above the primary, we are striving 
for greater readiness and accuracy in 
using figures, and for greater power in | 
thinking. In reading, a general history • 
which will give pupils a background often 
lacking, tor the later studv of American ! 
history has been placed in the seventh j 
grade. In English, the textbooks have 
been made uniform and particular atten- 
tion lias been given 10 composition. In 
writing, since we have felt that pupils do 
not gam sufficient faculty in the 
mechanics oi writing, we are making 
definite investigations ot methods re- 
ported to be useful in establishing a type 
ot penmanship characterized by freedom 
and speed. This does not involve any 
change in the form of letters. In 
physiology and hygiene, the sixth grades 
gave a new book which excels in pre- 
senting the benefits of right living, with a 
minimum amount ot anatomy. 1 nis in- 
struction supplements the work of the 
medical inspectors. In order to deal 
wisely with individual pupils monthly- re- 
ports are made for those below grade 
and special study is given to them as 
also to any who may be promoted on 
trial. 

In the High School the following items 
should be noted m this general connec- 
tion. Two classes in algebra are using 
the first book of a new series which em- 
bodies an original, coherent, and ap- 
parently effective treatment ot secondary 
mathematics. In English, the literature 
read in classes composed ot pupils not 
prep inng tor college has been selected 
with particular relet ence to its interest, 
and the usual methods of instruction 
have been modified tor the same reason. 
The suoject matter ol tiie first year 
science work has been differentiated for 
boys' and girls' classes. In history, a 
considerable number oi reference books 
have been supplied, and in English his- 
tory a new text has been placed in one 
division. In German, a text designed 1 1 
promote training in conversation lias 
been adopted. More typewriters have 
been purchased, the machines have been 
equipped with keyboard shields lequiring 
the touch system to be followed 111 prac- 
tice, and an additional recitation room 
has been furnished for the typewriting 
classes The program has been arranged 
to provide morning recitations in cook-

THE GARBAGE QUESTION. 

Eight Hour Law Requires Another 
Man and Team. 

ElilTOH ok Tin: sta h : 

Dear Sir : — The Secretary ot the Hoard 
of Health has received anywhere from 
five to ten complaints a dav from citizens 
of the Town that the garbage collections 
were not frequent enough. To bung 
this matter more fully before the public, 
and to show what the exact conditions 
are. we beg to give you the following 
statement: 

As far as we can judge, especially 
from lack of complaints, the service of 
garbage collection was entirely satistac- 
tory up to June. 1911. At that time, 
however, an act was passed by the 
Legislature, the so-called " Eight Hours 
a Day's Work for Public Employees," 
Acts 1911, Chapter 464, which materially 
affected the situation in this town. 
Without quoting the statute m full, it is 
sufficient to say that it restricts the ser- 
vice of laborers and workmen ol this 
town to eight hours in any one calendar 
day, and makes it criminal for any 
officer, contractor or other person em- 
ploying, directing or controlling the ser- 
vice of such laborers "to require" or 
"permit" working more than eight 
hours a dav. The statute makes an ex- 
ception in cases of " extraordinary 
emergency " (which is carefully defined), 
and permits an arrangement for working

The blind person 
passes Ins ling, rs over the dial ; the but- 
ton indiraliiig the h"iir he finds lo be 
depressed, while the position of he 
baud gives the minutes The buttons 
me held by a circular plate beneath the 
dial, which has at one point on its cir- 
cumference a notch into which the 
buttons drop, one alter the other, as the 
pi ite revolves with the movement oi the 
works. Tins plate serves instead ot the 
ordinary hour hands ot a watch. The 
watch is used by a blind man living near 
the Woburn line.

SHOWS PURITY. 

Very lew people 111 Arlington, Bel- 
mont, and Winchester are awaie ot the 
tact that th«*y are using almost the purest 
gas 111 Mas4achus-.lls 

This tact was biough' out bv the 191 1 
report of the State Board ot Gas and 
Elect DC Light Commissioners, a publica- 
tion that should be of interest to all gas 
consumers but which few ot them ever 
read. According to this document 
only four towns in the State out of a 
possible sixty one. using coal gas, have 
a smaller amount ot sulphur than 
occurs 111 the gas ot Arlington, Belmont, 
and Winchester. 

Nine inspections were made at the 
woiks 01 the Arlington Gas Light Co., 
supplying these towns, and tin y resulted 
in showing an average oi 7 57 grains ol 
suplnii t. ir each one hundred feet oi gas 
» Inch is a ver\ low figure, for several 
towns have uas with i* to 20 grains oi 
sulphur to each one hundred feet. 

In candle power loo, the supply of 
Arlington, Belmont and Winchester is 
above the average, tor it 1- one"! the 
twelv" highest in Massachusetts,

EXHIBIT I - ORGANIZATION AND MEMBERSHIP

iiig and dressmaking. A class m lad- 
vanced .carpentry lias been organized. 
The wot k in publii speaking begun List 
year lias been 1 ontiuucd ami emphasized. 

For some years one teacher has given 
the entire instruction m sewing 111 grades 
yj to IX. inclusive. With the introduc- 
tion oi dressmaking as a High School 
elective, and the location ol the sixth 
gr.ides in separate buildings, tins is no 
loiter possible. The sixth grade 
teachers have, therefore, been Riven 
charge of their 1 lasses in this subject un- 
der the supervision ot the Special teacher. 
This plan is giving excellent results, 
liy an arrangement with the Massachu- 
setts Normal Art School the members of 
the senior class in the public school 
course in drawing have their practice 
work in our grades. The lessons are 
prepared under the instruction ol the 
Normal School Directoi in tins course 
and are given with the immediate super- 
vision ot our Supervisor oi Drawing 
and of an assistant from the Normal 
Art School. This general scheme in- 
volves a little inconvenience and some 
difficulties ol administration. The bene- 
fits 1 j us are threefold : 10 some extent it 
relieves and assists teachers ; it bruits to 
our pupils a relatively ideal series ol les- 
son- ; ami it coin inflates upon the work 
m drawing the close attention ot three ex- 
perts. No additional lime has been al- 
lotted to the lessons. 

The iore^oing lists include (lie most 
important features of .1 comprehensive 
endeavor to arouse the professional in- 
terest of our teachers and to give our 
pupils the benefit ot new methods. 
Kather more ot change or modification 
than usual has been made, but the addi- 
tional emphasis has been so distributed 
among subjects and grades that no ex- 
cessive burden ot work has been im- 
posed. 

Registration. 
It will Ire observed by itference to ex- 
hibit I that the net registration 111 our 
grades is slightly smaller than a year 
ago. This with the additional teacher 
required by the rearrangement ol the 
sixth grades has reduced the average 
number ot pupils per class teacher from 
40 in 1906 to 37 in 191 1. It may also be 
noted that the largest number ol pupils in 
one room is 49, that 12 teachers have over 
loiiy pupils, 16 have Irom thirty to forty, 
and 4 less than thirty, in these respects 
our conditions are growing belter. We 
have also this year been able to assign 
separate rooms to the first grade pupils 
in the (iifford and the Wyinan buildings. 
(See Exhibit I.) 

Wadleigh Grammar bchool. 

The concentration ot pupils from the 
entile town lor the grades above the sixth 
111 the Wadleigh Grammar School seems 
unavoidable and has some advantages. 
These are, however, accompanied by 
conditions requiring particular skill in 
discipline and instruction, since the 
dillerences between pupils aie more 
pro.iounced than in the separate build- 
ings from which they come. A tew have 
reached the appioximate limits of their 
scholastic capacity, some for various 
reasons are eager to leave school, and 
the requirements of study are necessarily 
more exacting than in previous grades. 
To meet the needs ol pupils who may be 
less alert or who have for any reason 
fallen behind the grade, each teacher 
has special periods 111 which she gives 
individual assistance, and in the ninth 
grade a special class lias been formed 
which daily in school luiU'S ami three 
times a week 111 the afternoon meets with 
a ninth grade teacher for inl-nsive drill 
fly these means, the- numuei ol failures 
in these grades should be kept at a 
minimum Pupils drop out of school 
tor three reasons: (1) the need of earn- 
ing in a tew cases; (2) inability to do the 
work in more ; (.;) lack ol interest due 
to failure in most. We cannot do much 
tor cases falling under the hrst two 
heads. For the third group, we make 
the above mentioned provision 111 school 
and advise parents as to the tacts lor 
their cooperation at home. 

It is gratifying to feel sure that the 
difficulties in these grades are being 
satisfactorily met and that there will be 
tewer failures 111 the ninth grade. Last 
year out of 1*6, i"2 or Si per cent, 
were given grammar school diplomas. 
1)1 these, 91 or 89. J per cent, were regu 
Inrly admitted to the High School, and 6 
in a»l lition " ere permitted to enter on 
trial. I he latter will be awarded their 
diplomas 111 January it they demonstrate 
then will to work. In similar fashion 13 
pupils in the seventh and eighth grades 
have this tall been promoted on trial. 
These may thus gain a year and are 
likely to be benefitted by the inspiration 
which comes from overcoming a handi- 
cap, it may be seen that we are en- 
deavoring to lit the school svstem to the 
pupils as lar as is consistent with reason- 
able requitemenu in knowledge and at- 
tainment. 

High School. 
Dunng the last four years the High 
School registration ha> increased from 
204 to 3$} compelling the removal of the 
Superintendent's office to the Prince 
School building. The incieascd number 
has been almost entirely due to tht tact 
that pupils are remaining longer 111 
school. The third and fourth ye.it 
classes, see exhibit VI. are relatively 
larger than they were. This may 
probably be attributed to the broadening 
of the courses ot study by the introduc-

Manual Training in tne High School. 

The manual naming in the High 
School n<i,v includes two years oi Arts 
and Crafts work, two years ul cooking, 
one year ul dressmaking, and one year oi 
advanced carpentry. In these classes the 
registration is as follows : arts and t ratts. 
14. oi Whom live ale girls Hot in school . 
conking, 90, o' whom 25 are giils not 111 
school; dressmaking, 19 ; and advaii' ed 
carpentry, 34. The iuroduction ol tliese 
subjects lias di e" in accordance with a 
general recognition of their importance, 
ami theii sii e ss has proved their in- 
terest, li seems natiiial to assume that 
Correlated suhp cts will lie added year by 
year until we shall have a complete 
manual training cotirs< lot the hoys and a 
course tor the girls. 
Music. 

ontiniK s to make steady 
The I Muh Si huol clauses 
iml theory aie doing 
serious work comparable with that in a 
strictly academic subject like algelira. 
PupiU electing the chorus class have 
been required to possess a minimum 
knowledge ot elementary music and to 
be able to sing. In consequence, the 
members ot the chorus are receiving 
much better musical training and the 
qua I rt v ot the work done is excellent. 
The High School orchestra also deserves 
mention as aifording valuable musical 
training. 

High School Courses of Study. 
The following regulations governing 
the High School courses ot study have 
been adopted since the last report: (1) 
4 ' Pupils shall not enter classes in sub- 
jects requiring a total of muie than 
twenty recitation periods each week ex- 
cept with the approval of the HiKh School 
Principal ; (a) the High School Principal 
will issue a certificate of admission to 
college or a certificate of admission to 
college entrance examinations to such 
pupils as have attained a standing ol 80 
percent., in the required subjects, ai.d 
to such other pupils as are in his judg- 
ment properly qualified; (3 ) a general 
coutse diploma shall be granted to those 
pupils who shall have satisfactorily com- 
pleted subjects aggregating sixty loin 
diplomupoims, equivalent in the juugni) nt 
of the High School Principal to the sub- 
jects tequired and elective in the General 
Course, and if, thereafter, any such 
pupil shall have completed the subjects 
required and elective tor any one ut the 
other courses, the diploma thus earned 
shall be granted. The arrangement ol 
the pupils' work under this pUu shall be 
subject to the appioval ol the High 
School Principal " 

It will be uh*vtved that the lira ol tin- 
above in effect, places linal responsibility 
for an unusually luge amount ol work 
being undertaken In a pupil upon tin- 
High School Principal. It is improbable 
that he will need to consider tre piciilly 
whether pupils are luted to carry more 
work til, in is usually considered the 
maximum, but since it occasional^ 
happens that pupils are stimulated 
beyond their strength, and since the 
High School is responsible, it is well 
frankly to accept the obligation. 

The second regulation raise s the stand- 
ard lor certification lot college entrance 
wiihout examination, and tor college en- 
trance examinations w here they are re- 
quired, from 75 per cent, to So per cent., 
and permits the Principal to use Ins best 
judgment in exceptional cases. The last 
clause does not weaken the torce of the 
higher standing required by the first, but 
it enables equity to he practiced 111 the 
rare cases. There are .1 few boys and 
girls who would be greatly benefited by 
going to college,' and who with the 
liberal scheme of electives that is some- 
times tound should be able to pass in the 
usual total of uudei graduate work, but 
who cannot tor various good reasons 
meet a prescribed test for entrance. 

The third regulation enables a pupil 
to graduate with Ins class and then in 
the following veal to complete the 
course, htting lor college, technical 
school or other higher institution. The 
requirements in quantity tor graduation 
from our High School include only the 
minimum which can reasonably be ex- 
pected to justify the school authorities 
in granting the High school diploma. 
The requirements for entering college- 
are higher in quantity and quality, as 
they should be. Pupils always wish to 
be giaduated with the class in which 
they are enrolled on entering the High 
School. This feeling is natural and com- 
mendable. Some, however, ought not 
to undertake to complete the college 
preparatory woik 111 foui years, either as 
a matter of health or of scholarship. 
Under this rule a tew pupils each year 
will be telieved of undue strain and will 
be encouraged to do work of higher 
quality.

The dead child is 
Edward Morse, 5 years old. His mother, 
Elena Mors:-, is employed as a domestic 
i by a family living on Everett avenue. 
I This child with is mouth's old Elmer 
I Hearn, son of Mrs. Geitrude I learn, were 
I alone in the house. It is thought the 
Morse child set hie to his clothes with 
matches. 

The house is occii|>ied by William I). 
Johnson and his wile, Mrs. Elena Morse 
and her child and Mrs. Gertrude llearu 
and child. All are coloied, the women 
and children boarding with Johnson. 
'1 he hie was discovered by Mrs. John- 
I son upon her re'tirn Irom working at a 
I house on Highland avenue. The smoke 
I was so thick she was tillable to ascend 
I the stairs and she searched fra-, tic ally 
lor the children on the hrst floor. Her 
[ cries brought neighbors and pissers-by 
to the scene and box.;; was 1 ting in. 
When tin- firemen arrived they lound a 
nuinbei ol men eiidevoriug to gain en- 
trance by climbing up to the top of the 
piazza and breaking through a window. 
The Morse child was loo ted first in a 
trout room lying on the Hour, and was 
reached with difficulty, by craw ling along 
the lloor. He was dead when brought 
out. The other child was tound in 
I another room in a crib and taken out by 
the firemen. 

Two beds were on hre in diffeietit 
rooms, and it is thought the victim, after 
setting hre to his clothes, carried it to the 
beds. The fire damage was slight and 
confined wholly to the beds. 

According to report Mrs. Johnson lelt 
her husband and the Hearn woman in 
the house to look after the children. 
Johnson left about noon and the Hearn 
woman went to the Town Hall about 3 
o'clock, being there v. hen the fire alarm 
was rung. Johnson is connected with 
the Boston Guardian. 

Medical examiner Kelleher of Woburn 
was called and viewed the remains ol the 
Morse child, and Johnson was notified at 
his work in Boston bv the police. The 
victim is teported to have been partially 
deaf and dumb.

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To The Cambridge Subway— Why 



Editor or tub Star: 

Now that the Cambridge Subway is 
nearing completion, it seems an oppor- 
tune time to advocate thiough cars from 
Winchester to Boston by way of the 
subway without change at Arlington. 
Why cannot the same arrangement be 
made with the Elevated road that has 
existed for some years between it and the 
Bay State Street Railway Co. " Woburn 
Branch" through Medtord to Sullivan 
Square. 

There is no good reason and never 
was why the people of Reading, Wake- 
field, Stoneham, Winchester and other 
towns who use this branch of the Bay 
State Railroad, should be put to the in- 
dignity, "especially on the inward bound 
cars" of being dumped in the streets of 
Arlington, there to shiver and shake at 
this time of the year sometimes from ten 
to twelve minutes before they can get a 
car to either Harvard Square or Sullivan 
Square. On the return trip things ate a 
little better as a waiting room is provided- 
but here it frequently happens that people 
are obliged to wait anywhere from five 
to thirty minutes at Arlington, the cars 
running only every half hour "except for 
a couple of hours in the afternoon when 
they run on fifteen minute time. " Now 
Mr. Editor it would require but very little 
expense to connect the terminus of the 
Bay State Line at Arlington with the 
Elevated road and then run through 
cars over the tracks of the latter into the 
new Cambridge subway to Boston, thus 
saving all the present delay ami waste 
of time and getting advantage of the 
Quick transit through Cambridge from 
Harvard Square to Park St., Boston. 
This would be rapid transit in earnest 
instead of the present parody on rapid 
transit when we sometimes spend as 
much time waiting for connections as we 
do in riding on the cats. As an early 
and earnest advocate for the franchise 
for the Arlington line and a regular 
pation ever since it commenced oppera- 
tion, and always an advocate of the great- 
est good tor the greatest number , I 
believe it is time that the powers that be 
should consider the above proposition. 

In the meantime I should like to hear 
from others " through your popular 
paper" who are likewise minded. Thank 
ing you beforehand tor . your valuable 
space.

A thinking gentleman 'deprecates the 
tendency of the time to excess in the pur- 
suit 01 athletic development and quotes a 
number of prominent college presidents 
and professors to the effect that in our 
higher educational institutions intellec- 
tual and moral culture is practically 
subordinated to the development of 
muscle and the acquirement ot skill and 
prowess in athletic exercises and sports. 
Such an affirmation may sound exagge- 
rated but there are men heie 111 Winches- 
ter and elsewheie who will agree with 
The Spectator that it is an unquestion- 
able fac t that the champion toot ball 
player or athlete ot a college is more 
greatly admired and envied by his fellow- 
students than is the one who stands at 
the head in intellectual capacity and 
mastery ot the various branches ot 
college education. And not only is this 
true, but, the student captain who leads a 
college foot ball team to victory in a 
championship contest will receive far 
more enthusiastic and more universal 
popular acclaim than will he who carties 
iiti lirsi honors 011 graduation day. It 
matters not that the name of the athlete 
will be evanescent and his muscular ability 
will avail him little or nothing in the 
future battle of hie. while the equipment 
of the thorough scholar will prove en- 
during and w ill almost certainly laise him 
to a station of influence and distinction- 
's lelluw students and the world will 
Klority the hero of muscle and ignore the 
exemplar 01 brain and lamentably the 
college authorities too commonly will 
lend encouragement to this estimate of 
their comparative di-iiiietion. 

The Spectator wants to point out here 
that there is a purely physical side to this 
craze for athletic culture which 111 quite 
equal degree is [ought with a mischievous 
tendency. In themselves and it not 
carried to excess physical exercises and 
athletic sports of almost every character 
are beneficial. The evil in thtni however 
isjthat through the influence o! this popu- 
lar glorilication they are very liable to be 
carried to pernicious extiemes. Schools 
and other cognate institutions get up 
competitive contests, in preparation for 
which as well as in their actual carrying 
out, the participants are very apt to seri- 
ously overtax the powers ot Nature. 
Upon the most competent and reliable 
medical authorities it may be affirmed 
that, particularly in the case of boys and 
immature youth, the strain of training for 
a foot race or of taking part in such a 
contest may readily produce serious im- 
pairment ot the functions ol the heart 
which, even though not immediately 
lUiihiit'Sted, may ultimately develop 
:^r.ive and perhaps fatal consequences, 
< llher athletic exercises ami diversions it 
abused tun M naturally lie equally liable 
to result detiiiiiei'.tcdly and not improb- 
ably i" a serious degree.

The plan prepared by 
the committee ot fifteen the rail- 
road objects to, and its own plan 
for a bridge of this kind is so ex 
pensive that the railroad engineers 
do not for a moment regard it as a 
possibility, and even go so far as 
to say that they will actively 
oppose it. As it is unlikely that 
any plan which has the active 
opposition of the railroad will be 
recommended by the commission, 
it seems as if the stone atch plan 
need not be given further con- 
sideration.

Gov. Foss and Representative 
Kiley of Boston are more frank 
in their statements in favor of 
annexation than is the Metropoli- 
tan Plan Commission, which 
believes in bringing this about 
gradually. Both methods, be it 
understood, have the support ,of 
Democratic politicians. If this 
Plan Commission question passes 
the Legislature without the con. 
sent of the suburban cities and 
towns, the first move will be to 
take away control of police de- 
partments, then fire departments, 
schools, streets, assessments, play- 
grounds and parks and place the 
control in Boston. Then out and 
out annexations would be easy, 
and all business would be trans- 
acted at Boston City Hall. There- 
fore the citizens do not want to be 
deceived by the innocent state- 
ments of this Plan Commission. 
It is safe to say that a great many 
of the people of Winchester took 
up their residences here for the 
purpose of being without the pale 
of Boston politics and influence. 
Winchester wbUUl have nothing to 
gain by annexation, nor in the end 
with the toyings of the Plan Com- 
mission.

On M»ndny evening Christian Scien- 
tists and their friends assembled in the 
church edifice on Mount Vernon street 
to listen to an address by Mr. Albert K 
Millet, special represenative of the 
Christian Science Publishing Society, on 
Clean Journalism and the relation ol the 
Christian Science Monitor thereto. The 
speaker was introduced by Mr. John J. 
Fhnn, ot The Monitor editorial start, the 
Fust Reader of the Church, who told 
some interesting things about the 
beginnings oi the - newspaper enterprise 
launched three years ago in response to 
the cherished^ wish of Mary Haker Eddv. 
Four months irom the time this wish was 
expressed not only was The Monitor 
issued as a complete modern dalfy news- 
paper, but it was written and edited by 
its own staff gathered Irom all parts oi 
the country and the world, composed 
and printed in its own specially designed 
plant ; published irom its own specially 
constructed building. 

Mr. Miller told of the conditions that 
make these times ripe tor the introd"c- 
i on. into every carefully guatded.Jamily 
ol a newspaper that does not disseminate 
the vicious or morbid news or scandal ol 
the day, but deals, rather, with those 
occurrences and achievements that make 
for the uplift, progress, and happiness 
ol the race. He defined very clearly that 
which is news and that which is not, 
laying particular emphasis' upon the de 
struct! ve tendencies of some of the more 
sensational publications. The aim of 
clear journalism, be said, is to lie con- 
structive, to build up everything, in- 
cluding character, rather than to tear 
down. He spoke particularly ol the 
necessity of protecting voung people 
against the pernicious influence of un- 
clean journalism. The child of today is 
the adult of the future, he said, and he 
must be protected it the nation is to be 
safeguarded. The time is coming when 
a man will be judged by the newspaper 
lie reads. 

Mr. Millet declared that the Christian 
Science Monitor had long since passed 
the experimental point. It is an 
established success. The meaning of 
this is that a clean newspnpei can be 
commercially successfully, and this tart 
alone will go tar toward reforming the 
yellow careless and reckless press ol lue 
country Jand the world. He cited con- 
siderable written testimony from nun- 
scentists to prove his contention that 
clean journalism is demanded by clean- 
minded people ot all shades of religious 
opinion and that the Monitor is today 
recognized as the pioneer ami champion 
of this movement.

Mis. Elizabeth Hewes Tilton of Con- 
cord spoke to the Women's Bible Class 
ot the First Congregational Church 
last Sunday 011 the Minimum Wage Bill 
which is now before the legislature. 
This bill proposes a device, namely, 
Minimum Wage Boards, for the preven- 
tion of underpaying and sweat shop 
labor of women and children, foi it is 
the belief ol experts that this under pay- 
ing leads to ill health, immorality and 
crime. This device originated in Aus- 
tralia where in 1S96 4 boards were ap- 
pointed — it has worked so well there, 
that now thev have 04 boards— and in 
hnglaud this plan has recently been in- 
troduced, and thev have boards in four 
sweated industries. The scheme is this: 
a board is appointed lor each industry 
to talk over conditions in that industry 
and determine what the lowest price or 
wage to be paid women and children 
shall be. This board may be appointed 
by the Slate or by a commission sitting 
tor that purpose and shall consist 01 3 to 6 
employers and 3 to 6 employees and 1 to 
3 outsiders. The owner of the industry 
may sit 011 this board. This getting 
together of capitol and labor whenever 
possible is considered ny all conservative 
reformers a necessary and helpful step in 
the solution of our labor questions. 
When this minimum wage has been 
agreed upon, placards are posted in fac- 
tories and tenements reading "Women 
Take Notice, not less than 10 rents a 
pair shall be paid to you tor the making I 
ol overalls." 

This is a device really for the doing; 
away with business sharks, or men and 1 
women who take advantage of helpless 
toreigners, young gills and ignorant 
woikers who accept anything no matter | 
how small in fear of starvation. 1 out 1 
of every 5 women in the U. S. are wage 
earners Irom absolute necessity. These 
women ate not protected by the dignity 
of being voters nor is it easy tor them to 
organize lor theit own protection, and 
these boards seem a practical method of 
making it possible for them to live 
decently. Now « hat is the situation in 
Mass. Last year a bill went through the 
legislature pioviding tor a commission 
to investigate the question of women's 
work and wages. The commission re- 
ports this year to recommend a Minimum 
Wage Commission to sit permanently at 
the State House. This commission 
shall have the power ot appoint- 
ing these M inimtim Wage Boards of 
arbitration whereever nee ssary. 

They repoit that 50 per cent, of the 
women wage earners ol Mass. are work- 
ing for less than $5 a week, and that 
thev believe this leads to much of the ill 
health and immorality and its consequent 
result! existing in our cities and towns. 
They repoit — - lake a special case— that 
foreign women have been found making 
overalls tor 2 cents a pair -this cheap 
foreign labor results m a lowering ot the 
standard ol wages. 

What ale the objections ? 1st. It is de- 
clared unconstitutional. The stale can 
interfere constitutionally to protect the 
health of its women and children. 211O. 
It is socialism- so is state ownership 
ot highways, but it is tor the benefit ot the 
state. 3rd. It will drive our industries 
nut ol the state every letorm has been 
met so tar and the industries flourish and 
it would probably mean that only the 
business sharks would be vitally affected. 
4th. It will throw dehcients out ot work. 
The feeble minded and defective class, 
that are not able to earn even the 
minimum wage. Yes, it will n< cessiiaie 
readjustments, but in the end it will clear 
the people ot tne delicielll class hi classi- 
fying them, remoi ing them from trades 
where they are reducing the wages of 
their more competent sisters .md placing 
them where they can earn their pittance 
protected by the state. 

This bill is now before the legislature 
and it is hoped that it w ill receive carelul 
consideration, as women and children 
certainly need this protection.

Pupils Going to Other Schools. 
Every year some pupils leave our High 
School to enter private schools and 
academies. That this is Hue is no dis- 
credit to our (•'aching loice or to the con- 
duct of the HirIi School. It may result 
trom the parens' wish to have children 
graduate Iroin their own alma mater, a 
vvUe desire to supply the training of 
living uildei circumstances where the 
activities oi the entire twenty lour hours 
in each day are carefully supervised, an 
ambition to have children enter college 
with some additional prestige, or a feel- 
ing that benefit may come from a com • 
plele change of environment. So far as 
the quality ol scholarship is concerned, 
we have n-ports on tile for all pupils who 
have entered private institutions from 
our High School and have been inter- 
ested in noting that the rank attained is 
usually not essentially different tfftm 
that w ith us ; Moreover, the t-stimony 
of college authorities is to the effect that 
the best college records are made by 
graduates of public High Schools anil 
not by graduates of private schools. 
" With the announcement of the list of 
scholaiship winners at Harvard comes 
the annual indictment of the academic 
woik that is done by the private schools 
ol the country. As usual, the giaduates 
ol the pul.be High Schools have carried 
away a surprising majority ol the honors 
• • • From the standpoint of 
the private school the situation this fall is 
even worse than it was last tall. " "Be 
the explanViun what it may, it is a 'act 
that the academies produce athletes lor 
Harvard and the public schools pioduce 
scholars. " Ktlitoiial in Transcript, 
December 16, iqti. 

Undoubtedly, there are advantages m 
some private schools which the public 
High School cannot furnish, but I ven 
ture to suggest that lor the largest benelit 
to the average boy or girl, prepaiation 
lor college in the public high school with 
a year or two in post-graduate study or 
travel after the college course has been 
completed, is piactically certain to give 
a broader education at no greater ex- 
pense ot moiv v or tune than a year 
or two in tb private school l» tort- 
going to collide. In other words, if a 
choice must be made between one 
course including the High School, the 
private school, ami the college, and 
another including the High school, the 
college, and one or two additional 
years ot travel or study, the latter is 
tar better in most cases.

(hiring the season of 1911 the girls' 
haSKet ball team was permitted lor the 
lirst time lo play a series ol games with 
Other schools, to which the public was 
admitted. This was regarded as experi- 
mental, and no untavorable conclusions 
h ive seemed Mitlicieiilly evident to justify 
discontinuing the pi >n. Personally, while 
I cordially sympathize, with the enthusi- 
asm shown by the girls for tin ir team, 
an I .1111 proud of their standing as the 
u idisputed champions ot Ivi stern Massa- 
chusetts lor the season 0(1911,1 cannot 
quiH' teel th.il the positive judgment ol 
many phjsicialis against iuterscholastic 
g ones should not be lot lowed. 

The assignment of a High School 
te. u her to take charge ol die bovs' prac- 
tice ami games has on the whole been 
advantageous. It was not intended 
tlicietix to Mipply a piote-sional coach 
and in tins li»ht has not met some un- 
f luiidcd cx'Kctalions. Possibly it may 
s em wi-e so lie day to » ngage a man as 
Supeivi iir 01 Puysical Training on lull 
li ue so tint a greater measure ot expert 
direction may be possible. At present 
this seems baldly wan anted. 

Moral Instruction 

I.e-t it may appear that the school i s 
org united purely i.ir mental and manual 
trai ling, it may be well to suggest that 
110 pupil call attend school ,or a period 
<il years and not thereby be as well 
tunned in conduct and moials as in other 
jespects. Sch 10I attendance tenures 
regularity and punctu dity.

potent in creating good citizens and 
thinking men and women than any other 
single iactoi, save the influence of the 
lather and mother, in the lives of most 
pupils. Moial instruction has not been 
reduced to a practicable graded outline, 
but it is given and its effects are evident 
in the general good conduct of the vast 
majorty ot our fehow citizens. 

Cooperation ot Parents. 
Very little knowledge of children is 
sufficient to convince anyone that their 
wise direction during the years when 
they are in school is a difficult task. 
That the results as seen 111 their aftei 
lives, are on the whole good, is a testi- 
mony to the wisdom of a beliet that the 
sum of all the intiueiices that affect man- 
kind is for the better. Among the in- 
fluences of these years, the school and 
the home are of prime importance. 
Now, to be in the highest degree etfec- 
live they must work together. This 
involves acquaintance of parents with 
the teachers and with the school woik, 
and a sympathetic understanding by the 
teachers ot the problems oi the home. 
In various ways, patticularly through 
the Mothers' Association, Parents' Days, 
pupils' reports, and public meetings of 
the School Committee, this cooperation 
is f os ten <l in our schools and I am 
desiious that its benefits may lie fully 
realized. I feel sure that our teachers 
are eager to know the parents' point of 
view, and I am ceitain that a frank 
exchange of ideas between teachers and 
parents has been found mutually helpful 
Occasional sharp criticism, the result ot 
real interest, is not objectionable, since 
it gives to the school authorities a new 
point of view and requires them to justify 
or to change their methods. It must be 
admitted, however, that celticisms are 
often so conflicting as to indicate that 
the schools are apparently pursuing the 
judicious mean between two extremes. 
As an instance ot this, some ot our 
friends are certain that too little is re- 
quired in the schools, while otlurs are 
equally positive that the pupils' burden is 
too great. Such differences in view are 
signs of a beliet in the schools, and ot an 
acceptance of partial responsibility by the 
parent. It will be unfortunate it we are 
not told of supposed faults, because it 
will mean that we are out if touch with 
our colauorets. Lest these statements 
be misunderstood, let tile add that dis- 
criminating commendation is equally 
helpiul and is otten heard. 

Home Study. 
Under existing conditions it is ncces 
sary that lessons shall be assigned for 
home work in grade six and theieafter. 
It is expected that these lessons will daily 
require trom one-half to one hour 111 
grade six, Pom one to one and one-hall 
hours in grades seven, eight, and nine, 
and from two to lour hours in the High 
I School. I he opinion is sometimes ex- 
I pressed that the entire time out of school 
hours should be left free tor Iresll air and 
such outside lessons as are desired by 
many patents. Possibly it might be well 
it the school work could be entirely 
under the direction ot the teacher, but 
w ith laige classes and '.airly slioit school 
hours this is nnpossi'ile. Furthermore, 
11 would probably result in lessening the 
already scant knowledge of many 
parents of their children's school work, 
and in depriving pupils of a sense ot re- 
sponsibility which is often too slight. 
At the ages when children are in school, 
the school work is, generally speaking, 
their paiticular business. There is dan- 
ger that this tact may be forgotten 01 
overlooked. 

In previous reports the suggestion has 
been made that pupils should have a 
definite time and place for home study. 
It may be added th it nothing should be 
permitted to interfere with this study. 
Pupils should be required to keep regu- 
lar hours, should be wisely directed in 
their amusements, and should have lew 
engagements for other things than study 
or ordinary recreation on school days. 
I he work ol many pupils frequently 
sutlers by nason ol participation 111 en- 
tett linmei ts during the school week. It 
would be well for parties to be given on 
tri'iay anil Saturday evenings mill for 
pu:>ils in school not to tatte part in enter- 
tainment* rt quiring hequent rehearsals, 
which are ceitain to be fatiguing and 
temporarily to interfere With their pro- 
gress. Woik that is not cone with the 
class is seldom entirely made up. 
Medical Inspection. 

Tne liw upon uincii this important 
feature of our responsibilities is based is 
mandatory. It provides: " The school 
committee of evtry city and town shall 
cause every child in the public schools 
to be separately and carefully teste*! and 
examined at least once in every school 
year to asi eit liu whether lie is suffering 
trom defective sight or hearing or from 
any other disability or detect tending to 
prevent his receiving the lull benelit of 
his school work, or requiring a modiiica- 
Hun ot the school woik^n ordei to pre- 
vent injury to the child or to secure the 
bt>t educational results " Section 5, 
chapter 502, aits 1906. In accordance 
with tlie spirit ot tins act you have 
authorized and approved the employ- 
ment ol a School Physici in and a School 
Nurse. Their success lias been greatly 
as>i-ted 1-v the cu-.p-.r >tion of t ie local 
dentists and physicians, who have i t 
tended conferences with tie School 
Physician, the School Nuise, and tlie 
Supei iuleiident, and h.i-v-s as-istjd in 
tofmul-itiug delimti! outlines, approved 
by you. f ir the conduit and guidance ol 
this woik. We 1n.1v t ike pride in the 
knowledge that in this entire matter, 
fraught as it is With possibilities ot trie-

The discussion regarding the Town 
Hall heating plant will certainly lead to 
good results iu the end notwithstanding 
the somewhat sensational and explosive 
manner in which it is being discussed. 
The plant Has worked well in the past, 
according to reliable information which 
is certainly trustworthy, and 110 doubt it 
can be put in good order for tuture use 
without much outlay. The principal ot 
the heating apparatus is good today and 
only minor changes are needed to make 
it effective ior present needs. 

What is needed at the Town Hall much 
more than a new heating plant U an en- 
tire new arrangement oi main entrance 
and connecting ante-rooms. Proper 
dressing an. I cloak rooms are impera- 
tively demanded for the public to get the 
lull benefit of the really magnificent hall 
when it is used tor social purposes and 
events. During the late cold weather 
the delects at tne entrance end ot the 
hall have been very manifest and they 
should be taken care of at once. With 
the acquisition ot the Whitney land at 
the west of the Town Hall lot, ample 
room has been acquiied for an addition 
to the building which will provide con- 
venient dressing and waiting rooms 
which are so much desiied by all using 
the hall. This matter should receive tlie 
attention of the town at the coming town 
meeting. It is a wondei that the present 
outrageous inconveniences have been so 
long continued.

DELIBERA TIVE AS SEMBLY. 

A meeting ot the Delibeiative Assem- 
bly was held last evening in the Assem- 
bly Hall of the Hieh School Huilding. 
The matter of the abolition of the 
grade crossing was further considered 
and two ot the proposed methods of 
abolition were explained. Charles T. 
Main, one of the committee of 15 who 
considered the matter, presented what 
has been called "The Stone Arch 
Bridge " plan. This pi o posed raiding 
the tracks thtongh the town, beginning 
near the Wedgemere Station and de- 
pressing the streets in the Center about 
seven feet, going under the bridge 
through two arches. Mr. Mam spoke ot 
the many advantages of this plan and 
showed lantern slides of concrete bridges 
in other places which showed how the 
stiucture could be made ornamental. 
Addison R. Pike presented the Vinal 
plan which proposed to carry the streets 
over the tracks by a bridge near the pres- 
ent railroad station. Various modifica- 
tions ot this pi 111 had been worked out, 
including the proposition to place another 
bridge above the centre ol the town 
crossing the tracks North ot the switch 
tower. After the formal presentation of 
the plans many questions were asked 
regal ding the different features of each 
and a general discussion ot tile matter 
followed. 

Also the general discussion from the 
flout brought out the fact that the rail 
road engineers directly iu charge of the 
grade crossing abolition had emphatically 
affirmed thai the railroad was not in 
sympathy with the stone arch bridge plan 
and would " light US to the llllisli " on 
that. 

A I' Iter was al-o rend from a promi- 
nent Maiden citizen, slating that very- 
severe criticism had arisen over their 
overhead abolition, and advising Win- 
chester against any such mode of pro- 
cedure.

EQUA L SUFF RAGE. 

AN OBJECT LESSON 

The sheriff of New York proposed to 
appoint some women as deputy sheriffs, 
to look after women and children who 
were in moral danger, at moving pic- 
ture shows and other popular resorts. 
Several women of good repute volun- 
teered their services. Then it was dis- 
covered that, under New York law, a 
deputy sheriff must be a voter. 

The opponents of equal lights have 
assured us over and over that the lack 
of a ballot could not be a hindrance to 
any woman in earning her living. Here 
is one avenue ot employment absolutely 
barred to women tor lack of the ballot. 
As women have special qualifications 
for dealing with women and children, this 
is a case where their.exclusion is a wtong 
not only to the individuals, but to the 
community.;* 

An anti-suffragist asks thtough the 
press how any self-respecting man would 
feel to see his wife a deputy sheriff. 
Some years ago, another anti-suffragist 
declared that when a man came home 
tired after his day's work, he did not 
want to kiss a meml>er of the school 
board or an overseer ot the poor. Later 
the president of the Massachusetts Antis 
(Mrs. Cabot) held both those offices for 
years. The change of public sentiment 
in regard to what women may do is a 
striking illustration of General Massey's 
lines on the march of progress : 

' ' Where the vanguard rests today 

The rear shall rest tomorrow . " 

The same newspaper correspondent 
who pleads for tne outraged husband's 
feelings in this case adds that women as 
deputy sheriffs would be "usurping'; 
places that ought to be held by men with 
wives to support This plea would com- 
mand more taith if it were proposed to 
exclude unmarried men as well as wo- 
men. At present a bachelor is eligible, 
while a widow with children is not. Yet 
we cannot help thinking that the widow 
could help the endangered voung girls 
better than the bachelor. 

When police matrons uete first advo- 
cated, ranks and platoons of policemen 
came to the hearings, to oppose the 
appointment. Now every one recognizes 
the need of them. Sooner or later, 
women will be employed much more 
generally to look alter women and girls. 
Meanwhile, in New York City, they ate 
debarred tor want of a vote.

The whiteness <>i the dawn was Hood- 
ing the Ejstern sky on the 26th of 
January 1912, when the sweet notes of 
" Better Bide a Wee" lloateil out upon 
the still ail as the signal for the final 
waltz of the 8000 Scots, who wen: the 
guests of the Caledonian Club ill 
Mechanic's Hall, Boston, met ti> celebrate 
the 153 anniversary ol the birth tit 
Robert Burns. 

The echoes ot these anniversaries bring 
to all lovers of the gentle, peasant bard, 
Werrioties ol visits to his biilhplace and 
his tomb. 

It wiis a typical August day in b untie 
Scotland when we. -vti the C iledoinan 
railroad -journeyed from Glasgow to 
Dumfries to linger about the scenes of 
beauty, where 'the p>et lived the best 
part ot his brief lite. 

A feeling of home steal* into the heart, 
as we step out of our cat, and follow 
the quiet crowds wending their way 
through streets where modest homes, and 
flowers of everv hue smile up from in- 
numerable gardens to bid us welcome. 
Oh we would love to linger here in Bonnie 
Dumfries! the gem spot of southern 
Scotland; Here our ancestors sleep, in 
the churchyard, only a tew steps from 
the Mausoleum of the beloved Burns. 

Here, in tlie Scottish Kirk ot St. 
Michael's they worshiped and Robbie 
and his " honnie Jean" were seldom 
absent from the Sabbath service. 

In Dumfries the student of Scottish 
history is thronged with memories ot the 
past ; the ties here are inanv. The new 
Grevfriars church occupies the sit' 1 ot 
the old castle ; near by, is the Monastery 
m tlie church of which Bruce slew the 
Red Cotnvm in i.tofi. In front, on 
Church Square, is a very beautiful monu- 
ment of Burns, the u'ft ot a woman.

atone to the children lor their neglect of 
( he lather. 

His Jeaiie, became the honored and 
beloved, Iricnd and neighbor in Dum- 
fries, and in all Scotland. 

We left the dear hitle " scotchbody'* 
who cares for (he Hums cottage at Dum- 
fries and through our hearts mid minds 
we heard again the refrain from the 
Baroness N.iirne.

This committee 
which was appointed at the last town 
meeting consists ot John Abbot, Maurice 
F. Brown, Robert Colt, Vincent Earns- 
worth and Frederic S. Snyder. 

The attendance was not as large as it 
should have been, the citizens evidently 
being tireil ot the subject, but neverthe- 
less it was quite animated and discussion 
was almost general. From what could 
be learned, the committee now has tie 
Kcneral idea ot a scheme, hut they refuse 
to be drawn out evidently prefening at 
this time, it possible, to get further light. 

A number present tavoied the arch 
bridge plan which calls for raising the 
hacks ot the steam road ten feet and de- 
pressing the street under them seven feet, 
and those who spoke in favor ol doing so

PURE MILK. 

What the Board oi Health Have to 
Say on the Question.

Hoi igna sausage and boarding lioust 
hash ate often called mystery hei vuse >>! 
their unknown composition. The terni is 
equally applicable to uninspected rinlk. 
The broken dog collar may reveal poor 
Fldo's presence ill the sausage, but the 
housewife lias no means ot determining 
what is in the milk she serves to her 
family. It may be a valuable and cheap 
article of lood or it may be so wall led as 
to materially reduce its food value. It 
may be delivered fresh Irom the cow or 
several days old. It may be raw 01 
cookeil or contain some preservative. 
It may be clean ot dirty. Il may contain 
only a tew harmless bacteria or many 
millions of pathogenic germs. It may be 
indispensable to the baby's diet, or il 
may send that baby to an untimely 
grave. No matter what the variation, 
except as to the amount ot cream it con- 
tains, to many consumers, milk is always 
milk, just milk and nothing more. 

For vears those interested have been 
devising plans whereby milk could be 
classilied something as butter and eggs 
now are, thereby enabling the purchaser 
to buy intelligently. As a result ot these 
efforts two niil't standards have been 
established, viz.: 
A. Chemical, 
B Bacteriological. 
The chemical standard maybe called 
the commercial standard. It protects the 
consumer's oocketbook, in that it re- 
quires a certain percentage of milk solids, 
i. f ., the real tood parts of the milk, and 
eliminates watered milk. 

The bacteriological standard, on the 
other hand, is a sanitary standard, lor it

Editor or the Stab : 

As it relates to the conduct of public 
affairs, I enclose copy of letter written to 
the Winchester Water Board on the sub 
Ject ot free and ungoverned fishing now- 
going on at the reservoirs. The letter 
•peaks for itself. It was not written in 
any captious, fault finding spirit but to re- 
mind the Water Board that such Win- 
chester fishermen as I represent do not 
want to be accused later of being in air- 
way responsible for what the Board itself 
allows. The letter was written at the 
urgent request of many citizens who 
would have endorsed it had there been 
time to have passed it around for sig- 
natures, as (he subject is one which 
ought to receive prompt attention. 

One citizen ot Winchester has re- 
quested me, as a state official, to arrest 
men from Maiden and Stoneham who 
were fishing through the ice, but a 
deputy hsh and game commissioner 
cannot prevent fishing at the reservoirs, 
if the town of Winchester, through its 
water board, allows it. A deputy com- 
missioner can ariest those taking small 
illegal length pickerel or bass ftom the 
reservoirs but not for catching legal size 
fish if the town sanctions fishing. Neither 
can a deputy fish commissioner arrest 
Sunday fishermen as a state law takes 
care of that kind ot hshing. 

No reply has been received to my 
communication to date, (Feb. ist.,) but 
I have been indirectly informed that an 
answer is bein^ prepared by town coun- 
sel in behalf ol the water board.

Gentlemen:— Many Winchester fisher- 
men and other citizens have uigently re- 
quested me to call your attention to the 
open, unregulated fishing through the ice 
going on at our water supply reservoirs 
Uncontrolled by any authority whatever. 

Fishermen from neighboring cities 
ana towns are as welcome at the resei- 
voirs as citizens ot Winchester who use 
the water for domestic purposes and are 
therefore more careful against uollutniK 
it than strainers and foreigners fiom all 
over the country. Not only hshing but 
skating and all other winter amusements 
are freely allowed. Very soon the dis- 
reputable scenes of the winter of 190S 09 
will be repeated and the question will 
arise who is to blame for allowinn such 
conduct. 

The late written opinion of Attorney 
General Swilt and the court decision of 
]udge Johnson plainly emphasized the 
fact that the town <>t Winchester, either 
diiectly or through its Water Board has 
full control over fishing, boating, skating 
etc., at the reservoirs and can regulate 
or orolubit such use ot the reservoirs as 
it sees lit. The town has never voted in 
favor ot such unlicensed fishing as now 
exist-; although it has voted in favor of 
restricted, well regulated hshing many 
times and tor many yeais such fishing 
has been enjoyed by Winchester citizens 
Past Water Boards, commencing with 
the tirst Board, have prohibited winter 
fishing but have issued pet mils for re- 
sit icted summer fishing with the full ap- 
proval of the town. 

In consideration of all the facts in re- 
gal d to present lawless use oi the reser- 
voirs ami the history ol the town in its 
careful and healthful management of its 
Iisliiug privileges 111 past years, it seems 
to the cla>s ot citizens whu are repre- 
sented in this letter, that your Honorable 
Board are assuming a great risk of public 
disapproval if you do not exercise the 
authority given you by act of legislature 
when the water woiks were established, 
and at once retaliated or prohibit the 
winter lishing and other tree use 01 the 
reservoirs now given up to the general 
public to use as it pleases. No one has 
ever asked loi such fishing as you now 
openly allow, the town has never voted 
for it, the opinion ot the Attorney 
General or the decision ot Judge Johnson 
nowise sanction it, the tow 11 records are 
all against it and 110 former Water Hoard, 
has ever allowed such undesirable use ot 
the reservoirs except the 190S-V.9 Huat<l 
and the t >wu emphatically condemned 
its .11 ion ami endeavored to place the 
sanitary control ot its water supply reser- 
voirs in the hands i>t the State Hoard of 
Health instead ot let. lining it in (he care 
ot the Water Hoard. It is very certain 
that citizens ot Wiuclicstei who have 
been in t ivor 01 liealthtul. resiii tnl hsh- 
ing confined to litizuis ol Winchester 
ever since the w ater works were estab- 
lished, are not willing to admit 1h.1t the 
Maine ot w hate vet takes place at the 
reservoirs this season from uugoveriu-d, 
free-to everybody -hshing should he 
charged to them as it was, very unjustly, 
in io>i>. The responsibility ot con- 
tinuing it or stopping it. is wholly upon 
your lloird and 11,1 one else, iliilil at 
leant, .1 town meeting is called to instruct 
you. You have the same authority the 
Winchester Wain Hoard always have 
had to represent tli* town in this matter 
and which authority liny have always 
exercised. Kepri seiuiiis; the fishermen 
of Winchester and oilier citizens who do 
not lit sire Mich free uncontrolled hshing 
as your Board are now allow ing at the 
leservoirs, ym are earnestly re (nested to 
tise your authority to comply with the 
well known wishes of the town 111 the 
matter and at once put a stop to all 
Ungoverned and lawle-s use of the town 
Water simply nut sanctioned by vote of 
the low n or by its various Water Hoards 
in the past.

Women carry 
greater influence without the vote than 
with it, For all such ma iters as sanita- 
ti hi, pure food, cue i«l the voting and 
iiiimanit.ii ian work geiletnlly, woman, 
as such, is listened to and receives a 
deference that she would not receive 
Were she minced up in the pulling: find 
hauling ol every day politics Now she 
is tree from these influences, Subject 
her to them and her views would become 
as cloudy as those oi some men here m 
Winchester. 

Second. Women have not had the ex- 
perience enabling them to see the great 
difficulty of giving effect to reforms that 
are indicated and piesciibed by many 
legislative acts. There is nlteady a large 
amount of legislation good 111 intent but 
not enforced. If women, guided by their 
good emotions, are permitted to add to 
this ineffective legislation, the laws will 
be brought more into contempt than 
they stand iu today. 

Third. The expense of a practical 
doubling ot the si-te of the vote is a lactor 
in the question which the suffragists 
systematically neglect, mid m doing so 
demonstrate their lack ol practical knowl- 
edge. ''Money makes the ur-re go," 
and iu heavily hicrea-ing the cost of elec- 
tions there will be less driving power 
behind reform movements.

The collection of garbage in 
Winchester has not been satis- 
factory during the past year and 
the result nas been many com- 
plaints to the Board of Health. 
When the Legislature passed the 
eight-hour law, it reduced the 
time of the men engaged in this 
work by about two hours a day. 
This with the increased population 
was certain to have an effect on 
the collections, and now it is up to 
the town to provide additional 
means for doing the work properly. 
And in this connection the 
Board of Health will ask the town 
for additional money for another 
man and a team. As all benefit 
from the collections there is no 
good and valid reason why the 
money should not be voted at the 
March meeting. The Star would 
go one step farther by having the 
town collect the ashes and refuse 
at the centre and in the thickly 
settled parts of the town, and we 
feel assured after once adopted, 
the inhabitants would feel so much 
gratified that it would extend to 
all parts of the town. It is a sani- 
tary measure in which all would 
receive the benefits and escape the 
present annoyances.

ElilTOK Ot* TIIK STAK : 

Fishing through the ice at the reser- 
voirs is good. The Stoneham Indepen- 
dent makes note of enterprising citizens 
of that town who " enjoyed several days 
of gooil tishing at the Winchester Water 
Works," one of whom caught a four and 
one halt pound pickerel. Thus Winches- 
ter's hospitality to out of town fishermen 
is publicly advertised. One ot Winches- 
ter's la mou s Hy haheimeii (who would 
be ashamed to be caught hshing thiough 
the ice himselt) stales that he saw a 
beautiful string of sixteen large pickerel 
caught by one man at the reservoirs 
thiee weeks ago. A large number of 
white and striped perch have also been 
taken. On Saturday, the 20th, twenty- 
six men and boys were counted at one 
time - hshing through one hundred or 
more holes in the ice and most ot them 
met with good luck. One man from 
Lynn caught nineteen good plump 
pickerel for his Sunday morning break- 
fast. A well known town official reports 
that he saw titty people fishing and skat- 
ing at one time on the middle reservoir. 
Another ot Winchesters best citizens 
witnessed thirty men hshing through the 
ice, each one hshing thiough several 
holes and not one of these fishermen be- 
longed in Winchester. Very few Win- 
chester hshermeii care to fish under such 
conditions as now exist at the reservoirs. 
One town fisherman visited the fishing 
grounds two weeks ago but would not 
fish in such a crowd of strangers as then 
invested Winchester's heaulitul water 
territory. As pickerel and perch arc lull 
ot spawn at this season of the year, tin- 
large number ot tish being taken trom 
the reservoiis will make poor tishing 
next summer tor the real Winchester 
W'al tons who scorn to fish except from 
the shore wiih rod and line, it any kind 
of Winchester fishermen are allowed to 
fish at all next season without being 
airested. During this winter and all 
hist fall, no one seems to control the situ- 
ation and Winchester's private reser- 
voirs of over two hundred acres where 
tish have been cultivated and maintained 
for years at the town's expense, are now 
thrown open to the general public as a 
common tishing ground for any body 
who desires to fish. Pot fishermen and 
loafers from all the country around Win- 
chester (who have not the slightest inter- 
est in the leservoirs as a w. iter supplv) 
possess the lakes at the present time 
and condui t themselves as they please 
mi the ice, as some authority 'lias noti- 
fied the Metropolitan 1'aik Police not 
to enforce Winchester' old-time police 
regulations guarding the purity of the 
town water supply. As the town never 
sanctioned such unlicensed use of the 
leservoirs as is now so well advertised 
the question arises, who is responsible 
tor the present disorganized slate of 
alfairs in Winchester's water supply de- 
partment ? It certainly cannot be charged 
to Winchester hshermeii who never de- 
sired, and do not now desite, such tree 
and uncontrolled tishing as is now going 
on at the reservoirs.

On Thursday afternoon, Jan. 2.'uh, a 
meeting waB held of the Winchester 
Branch of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion opposed to Woman Suffrage. Ways 
and means of informing the public why 
so many of the thoughtful women of 
our State are joining this Association 
were first discussed, and then two inter- 
esting papers were read by two member* 
of the Winchester Branch, Miss E. A. 
Stevens and Mrs. W. E. Cumlngs. The 
subject of each of these papers was, 
" What is to me the strongest argument 
against Woman Suffrage.*' 

Ml*s Stevens thought that what most 
impressed her wa* the fact that, if 
women forcetl themselves into the elec- 
torate, there was no logical reason why 
they should not be called upon to per- 
form every duty men-voters perform, 
many of which duties women were un- 
fitted for, physically and by tempera- 
ment. She called attention to the fact 
that, since California had become a 
Suffrage State, out of eight women who 
were summoned to serve on a certain 
jury, seven asked to be excused on 
account of domestic duties. She also 
cited auother Instance of this incon- 
sistency, which occurred last fall, when 
Miss Foley, in her political campaign, 
attempted to climb upon the roof of a 
fruit shop, to harangue the crowd, and 
waB forbidden by the police. The 
sergeant gave the order, "use force, if 
necessary." and Mi** Foley complained 
that a certain patrolman treated her 
very harshly, 'tho the testimony of the 
bystanders was that she was treated 
with much more consideiatiou than she 
deserved. Miss Stevens thought there 
wa* much significance iu the exclama- 
tion of the patrolman. " Oh ! It you were 
a man !" 

" The rights of men and the privileges 
of women!" The attempt to adjust 
these two claims would bring about, 
Miss Stevens thought, "a most unjust 
ami undesirable siifte of affairs."

THE BOSTON AND SUBURBAN 
TELEPHONE RATE SCHEDULE 



SOME RESULTS FOR 1911 

While It will be at least six months belore data will he 
available to furnish a comprehensive view of the workings of 
the new Boston and Suburban rate schedule, in respect to the 
proportionate adjustment of charges as between different classes 
of service, the closing of the company's books for the year 11)11 
supplies certain conclusive information as to the effect of the 
new schedule thus far upon the revenues of the company and 
Its general benefit to the community as a whole. 

The average gross revenue from exchange and toll service In 
the Boston and Suburban district for the year lim was 93.37 
per telephone station less than for the year 1910. 

As the number of stations in this district was approximately 
130,000, it is clear that the company's revenue tor 1911 
warn more than $UOO,000 lean under the new 
schedule than it would have been under the 
old. That this saving to the community at large was the 
direct result of the new rate schedule and not the result of any 
general curtailment of the service on the part of subscribers, is 
evidenced by the fact that the number of calls per station was 
as great for 1011 as in 1910, although the average yearly cost to 
the subscriber was $3.37 per telephone less. 

Ot course this does not mean that the cost of telephone ser- 
vice to every subscriber in this district was exactly *3.37 per 
year less than the previous year. Many subscribers have found 
the coat of their service for the year 1911 reduced by a much 
larger amount. Others whose rates under the old schedule were 
considered equitable and accordingly were retained In the new 
schedule have paid the same under the new as under the old. 
Many others have voluntarily elected to pay slightly more In 
order to secure better grades of service, which are now available 
at lower prices than formerly. 

The remaining small minority have, In a greater or lest 
degree, found the cost of their service Increased, because It has 
been Impossible for them to secure, under the new schedule, the 
same amount and extent of service without paying more nearly 
in proportion to their use. These represent a very small per- 
centage of the total number of subscribers. Most of them had, 
under the oltl schedule, the unlimited Boston anil Suburban 
rate. It will be recalled that this waB a rate furnishing un- 
limited service throughout the entire Hnston and Suburban 
district for $1112.00 a year. It was this rate which was responsi- 
ble for some of the most glaring inequalities that developed 
between different classes of subscribers under the old schedule. 

Subscribers to this service were located largely in the seven 
exchanges of the Central District. Although representing only 
a 1-2 per cent ot the telephones they made U3 
per cent Of all the calls originated In the district. If 
tiny had paid somewhere near 43 per cent of the revenue of 
the district, this class of service would have resulted In no 
unfairness to other classes of subscribers. As a matter of fact, 
however, they paid only IU per cent of the revenue 
In return 

It is obvious that under any change in the rate schedule, 
which was intended to be a "readjustment " as well as a 
"reduction," these subscribers not only could not expect a 
share in any reduction, but, if the readjustment was to be fair 
to other subscribers, the cost to the users of this class of service 
must necessarily be incieased. Most of these subscribers who 
have taken up this question with the company have expressed 
themselves as recognizing the justice of their paying, under the 
new schedule, more nearly in proportion to their actual use of 
the service. It is the belief of the company thai the justice 
of this will appeal to practically all the others when they 
thoroughly understand the inequalities which prevailed under 
the old ache lule. 

As to whether the new schedule off era service and rates 
better adapted to the requirements of the general community 
than the old. it is perhaps slgnltleant that the gain In new 
subacrlbera In the Metropolitan district In 1911 
was greater than In any other year In the hla*

McElliiney of 16 Baldwin 
street, serious contused wounds to Hie 
head, face and mouth ; Mr. E. Lang- 
worthy Hurwell, jr., son ol Mr. aud Mrs 
Edward L. Hurwell, ot fja Forest 
street, badlv sprained left foot, and cuts, 
liruises of right eye and both arms ; 
Mr. Wentworih Twombly, son oi Mr. 
and Mrs. Twombly of 42.? Washington 
street, badly wrenched back and minor 
cms, and Mr. Harry Bennett, son ot Mr. 
and Mrs. William A Bennett of High- 
land avenue, general shaking up. 

The smash up was a peculiar one in 
that it occurred as a result ol an accident 
a short time before to a sleighing parly 
from Maiden. They hail two pungs, one 
held thirty ami a smaller one which 
contained live people. The two sleighs 
attempted to pass each other near the 
Lara way estate on Forest street. The 
smaller vehicle w*s forced onto the car 
Hacks and in some way a runner was 
forced oil, causing the occupants to be 
pitched into the snow. They were 
carried into and attended at the Laraway 
house, Dr Richard Sheehy being sum- 
moned. Miss Ida Spauldiug a member 
ot the sleighing parly. received a Iractured 
nose, while Miss Mitchell ot Melrose 
Highlands was knocked unconscious 
and at list reports was badly shaken up. 
Two others, Miss Alice Lord ami Miss 
(•Catherine Kl I bout lie, received cuts and 
bruises, while the fifth occupant of the 
sleigh escaped unharmed. The horses 
feeling no lestraint, rushed maoly down 
Forest street with the front runners ol 
the sleitfh and took the curve toward 
Highland avenue. The only apparent 
reason lor their taking this sharp turn is 
that Highland avenue is well lighted at 
Ibis point, while Forest street is daik. 

Shortly before this the double-runner 
wilh its merry party of five started from 
the top of tile lull. The bottom had 
almost been reached when suddenly an 
a wiul spectacle loomed up before the 
coasters; two horses at a mil? a minute 
clip were headed straight for the double- 
runner ! Nothing could be done, and 111 
an instant there was a crash that was 
beard lor sonic distance. The horses 
dashed madly on, narrowly escaping 
Miss Alberta Seagiaves, daughter 01 Mr. 
and Mis. Hairy S. Seagraves oi 10 
Allien street, and Mr. Elmer Itubei. 
who were dragging a small double- 
runuei up the mil. 

All except Harry Heuiiet were dazed 
and partially unconscious, and were 
earned into the home ol Miss Chisliolni 
at 2 Highland avenue and cared tor by 
several witnesses of the accident, Doc- 
tors Ordway and Putnam were tele- 
phoned lor and soon ariived, Thev 
ordered Miss Young to the Woburn Hos- 
pital, where she lingered wholly uncon- 
scious until Tuesday afternoon The 
others were taken to their homes in the 
doctors' automobiles, ami were attended 
by their family doctots. Wallace 
McElhiuey had Dr. Allen, Wentworih 
I woniblv lbs. Putnam and Cummings, 
and Langworthv Hurwell. Dr. Putnam, 

Messrs. Walter Claliiu and Benjamin 
Mathews, jr.. should be commented for 
the aid Ihev gave to the sulteiers 

The horses were recovered in Medtord 
later in the evening. They were driven 
by A. M. Deermg ol Maiden. 

The accident was one ol that peculiar 
kind which could not be avoided and tor 
which 110 one can be held responsible; 
something which would happen once in a 
thousand times. 

Mr. William Kduiund Stone, a Tufis 
College graduate, teacher iu the Milford 
N. II. High .School, and finance of Miss 
Young, rushed to her bedside at the 
Woburn Hospital Tuesday, but she 
died without recognizing him. 

It is said that the driver of the run- 
away horses was thrown out of the 
team, aud was unable to hold the 
frightened animals. 

It is rumored that the horses came 
Into view of the occupants of the 
double- runner at a distance of fifty feet 
or more, but as proof of Its falsity is the 
fact that not a round escaped from any 
of the coasters, so suddenly and swiftly 
did the accident happen. An attempt 
to blame the steersman for the accident 
is also futile, for if he had turned to 
one side as is suggested, the animals 
would have struck the sled front to and 
probably would have fallen and killed 
all the young people, for the speed of 
the double was not great enough to 
have gotten out of the way ot nortes 
running a mile a minute. 

McKlhlney and Twombly are still In 
a painful state, although not serious, 
and Hurwell is rapidly recovering, his 
main injury being the sprained ankle, 
from which he is unable lo walk.

In view ot the great public interest that 
is necessarily at stake regarding the 
abolition of the grade crossing at the 
centre oi Winchester, a brief review ot 
tlie salient facts lending up to the pres- 
ent situation would appear to be essential 
in order at this time to apmeciate the 
exact status of the problem, and to 
enable the dlfletellt phases of it to be 
clearly determined. 

Any one who has made even a super- 
hcial examination ot the physical fea- 
tures characterizing the region 111 and 
about Winchester, and parti< ttlarly in the 
vicinity of the grade crossing must have 
been impressed with the manner ill winch 
all the great arteries of travel converge, 
meet and cross one another at the busi- 
ness centre of the town. Since all 
through roads, steam, electric, ami High 
ways lead to the crossing, and all these 
roads are used daily by hundreds, per 
haps thousands Ot people, the impor- 
tance ot the question can hardly be over 
estimated. Then again as compared 
with other grade crossings in the coni- 
mo'nwealth, the situation is iurthei com- 
plicated by reason ol the tact that in 
Winchester, the crossing as now used is 
uearR double the usual width and the 
dangei jo life correspondingly greater. 
A caieful study ol the situation seems 
naturally and inevitably to lead to the 
conclusion that the correct solution of 
the question is only to be obtained by 
considerations ol a technical, economic, 
and scientific character. 

Prior to Hie building of the street rail- 
ways in Winchester, the question of 
abolishing the crossing, while it undoubt- 
edly occurred to many citizens, did not 
assume the proportions of a great public 
menace. In the early 90's, there was 
even then, considerable Irnflic passing 
over the railroad, but no one made any 
serious or definite pr >test until the added 
contusion ot street cars at the crossing, 
together with the adoption and general 
use of automobiles and the natural 
growth of other traffic made plain, the 
increasingly dangerous character ol the 
crossing, and the probability ot seiious 
or fatal accidents. 

The bridge at Swanton street rebuilt in 
1896, and paid lor altei a protracted 
litigation in which the town was involved, 
has operated to some extent in relieving 
the situation ; but obviously iis distance 
hum the centre has prevented its being 
utilized In any one except those going ill 
its immediate diiection. 

Iu the latter part ot the year 1896, oc 
curred a death by act ideiit at the crossing 
which at the same time demonstrated its 
ever present danger, and provoked lo a 
large degree the protests ol all thinking 
citizens. In commenting upon the 
matter, the STAR urged prompt action 
by the cilizers ol the town, and further 
stated: "This crossing is undoubtedly 
the most dangerous in the Stale today, 
and it can be abolished none too soon, it 
human lite is to be considered ol any 
value." ShoMly before this iu July 1896, 
the Editor of the STAR directed the 
attention ol its readers to three ways by 
which the crossing might be abolished, 
namely, by highway bridges, by over- 
head tracks, or by sinning the tracks to 
a considerable extent, and prophetically 
said in this connection that the ''crossing 
is more dangerous than most people are 
awale ol. " Another solution suggested 
at this time was changing the route of 
the railroad, the route to fit a portion 
of its length through the westerly part of 
the town to the shores ot Wedge pond 
and thence across Main street at Cutter's 
village, and then to connect at that point 
with the present load bed.

large a hirure as it has in Winchester. 

Let me not be misunderstood as advo- 
cating a high tax rate as something desir- 
able in itself; far from it. One might re- 
tort that heavv taxes would not affect me 
so much as thev would many others; per- 
haps not, and perhaps yes. It is true 
that I do not belong to the Winchester 
Four Hundred whose names appear in 
the annual list of heavy tax payers in the 
STAR. And jet I ventuie to guess that 
myj modest contribution to the town 
treasury is as much of a burden to me as 
is his larger tax bill to the man v. ho pays 
rive or ten or twenty times as much as I 
do.

This Should Be Stopped. 

The report of the Board of Reg- 
istration in Medicine submitted 
to Governor Foss a few days ago 
recommends certain changes in 
the laws of Massachusetts relating 
to the practice of medicine that 
"will hardly commend themselves 
to liberal and fair-minded people. 
Their purpose ostensibly is to 
drive several classes of healers out 
of the field, but the real object ot 
the proposed amendments is to 
make the practice of Christian 
Science illegal. Under the opera- 
tion of the law, if these recom- 
mendations are carried out, a 
Christian S:ientist who under- 
took, upon solicitation, to treat a 
suffering fellow-being through 
prayer, would render himself liable 
to fine or imprisonment or both. 

The law as amended would make 
prayer for the suffering, when 
offered with the belief or convic- 
tion of its healing efficacy by a 
Christian Scienfst, a criminal 
offense. It might be put more 
broadly, indeed ; the law as the 
Hoard of Registration desires to 
have it amended, might easily be 
interpreted to apply to any person 
praying for the relief or recovery 
of the sick, but it is only Christian 
Scientists that are sought to be 
reached at present. 

Now, this newspaper is neither 
an advocate of nor an 
apologist for Christian Science. 
Its relation to that religion is 
precisely what it is to .ill others. 
It believes in liberty of conscience 
and in the right ot every man to 
his own religious opinions and 
convictions. There are many 
Christian Scientists in this com 
inunity and they are a fairly 
representative class of citizens. 
Whether it is due to their peculiar 
views or not we will not venture 
to say, but taken individually or 
collectively, they seem to be a 
clean, cheerful, wholesome, healthy 
body of people. It is our pleasure 
to know many of them and we like 
and respect them. They appear 
to have something that it might be 
well for us all to have. They do 
not interfere with the rest ot us. 
They have a right to fair play from 
the rest of us. We are strongly 
in favor of letting these people 
alone, unless we can be as kind 
and considerate toward them as 
they are in their relations with 
others. It may be that they are 
wholly wrong, but they are always 
ready to produce evidence to the 
contrary. 

In any event, there is no 
sense or reason or justice in 
the persistent and foolish attacks 
upon their religion or upon their 
healing methods. It seems to us 
that this sort of thing has gone far 
enough, livery one of us is as 
deeply concerned as a Christian 
Scientist can be in the protection 
of his private lite and his personal 
liberties. The Hoard of Regis- 
tration of Medicine is making a 
great mistake in attempting to 
promote legislation that infringes 
upon the freedom of the individual. 
Govenor Foss ought to tell it so. 
The Legislature ought to make it 
clear that no further proceedings 
along this line can have its 
sanction.

Among the other objections to 
the Arch Bridge plan for the 
elimination of the crossing, the 
principal one appears to be that 
feature which calls for depressing 
the street under the tracks of the 
steam road seven feet. This point 
at the crossing is the lowest in the 
centre of the town, and to go 
down seven feet lower would be a 
grave mistake. There is an ex- 
ample of this on Cross streetat the 
Highland station, where the street 
is a continual mud hole, with no 
chance for drainage and no means 
of remedying conditions except by 
bringing up the bed of the rail- 
road and thus permit the street 
grade to be raised. Furthermore 
if the street was once depressed at 
the railroad crossing, no matter 
what the conditions might be,

Oh tins ground alone, therefore, 
1 am ot this opinion ; that these by-laws 
are not valid because unreasonable. 

Aside from the question oi the reason- 
ableness of these bv-lr.ws. they seem to 
me to be fatally detective in another re- 
spect. The substance ot these votes is 
that citizens ot Winchester shill be I 
allowed to hsh under permits from the . 
Winchester Board ot Health. This is 
not equivalent to saying that they shall 
not hsh without such permits. It can 
be urged, ot course, that the implication 
is that hshing without a permit shall not 
he allowed, but these by laws it enforced 
at all must be enforced as penal enact- 
ments, a breach of which is punishable 
bv hue, and it is a familiar rule that penal 
enactments are strictly construed and 
will not be enlarged by inference. I do 
not believe that the Court would hold 
that these votes prohibit hshing without 
a permit.

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In June 1897. a citizen of (lie town, 
who was an engineei of recognized 
ability, made a caretul study of the ques- 
tion upon his own private initiative, and 
embodied the results of Ins investigations 
in a letter to the STAR.

Although the subject of the Grade 
Oussiilg was for several years a topic of 
great public interest, it was not until the 
annual Town Meeting ot March 1903, that 
any official action by the town was 
taken. At this meeting a committee ot 
five was appointed to investigate and re- 
port upon the subject ot the abolition ot 
the grade crossing, but through a shoit- 
Bighted policy was provided with no 
tunds for pursuing its investigation. 
This was the first committee ever ap- 
pointed to consider the question, and 
as finally constituted was composed of 
the following members : John Challis, 
Charles Mills. T. C Hurd, Artnur H. 
Russell, and George L. Huntress. 
Elmore I). Fletcher and Charles T. Main 
were on the committee as originally ap- 
pointed but Were unable to serve and 
their places were tilled by the appoint- 
ment of others. 

Though hampered for want'ot funds 
the committee pursued their investiga- 
tions as well as they were able and re- 
ported a year latet to the Annual Town 
Meeting ot March 1904. The committee 
reported that tnev had considered several 
ways of abolishing the crossing; among 
others they had examined schemes ot 
depressing the tracks, of raising the 
tracks, ol building an overhead bridge at 
the station, and ot changing the location 
of the streets. Ot these, the committee 
considered as feasible the plan of build- 
ing an overhead bridge at the location 
ot Wiuchestei Station, and the project of 
raising the tracks in the centre of the 
town. The conclusion ol the committee 
was as follows : " Your committee are 
inclined to the belief Iroin the considera- 
tion they have been able to give to the 
question, and the data they have 
obtained, that the latter method ( i.e. 
raising the tracks) is the preferable une, 
antl it we were called upon to make any 
recommendation would lavor that 
method of abolition. " ihe plan pro- 
posed was somewhat more extensive 
than that later known as the " Stone 
An 1 llridge Plan," and contemplated a 
total length ot r.iised track ot one mile 
and an eighth, beginning 171x1 feet south 
ol Wedgeiuere Station and continuing 
iyx> leet north ol Sw.uiion street ; ihe 
track to be raised at the centre 17 feet.

A Review of the Grade Crossing 
Situation. 

By Rums F. Hertkk and Everett N 
m Curtis. 

II 

As ha- been perlinentlv rennikec'. it 
would be dilliciilt 1.' Iniiig together at 
any tune a more representative body ot 
the citizens ot Winchester than the Com- 
mittee 01 Fifteen appointed .it the 
Special Town Meeting held on Novem 
In r 27. 1906. Fully tealizing the impor 
t nice 01 the duties impose I upon them, 
and desiring to arrive at the hist solu 
lion of the question, they spent iiianv .1 
ucarv hour investigating such plans .1- 
vvere presented beiore tiieni, ami in .lis 
cussing tin- same from all possible poiiiis 

ot view. 

b'oiir plans were given consideration, 
•the Guild, Vinal, Rt-dfern and Stone 
Arch Bridge plans, which may be brieflv 
summarized as follows : — 

(i.) The Guild Plan, which proposed 
to build. 1 single highway bridge one 
hundred feet in width ovet the railroad 
at the present crossing. In order to do 
this it was planned to depress the racks 
three teet at the crossing and to raise the 
present level sixteen leet at the same 
point, thereby passing over the railroad 
tracks at the celltte antl keeping the lines 
ot travel in the same direction as thes 
now are. In order to secure proper ap- 
proaches to the bridge, it was found 
necessarv to provide ill the plan lor rais 
ing substantially the entire .central por- 
tion ot the town, buildings and all on a 
long n^n'e. At the railway station, a 
subway lor pedestrians was contem- 
plated. 

12.) The Vinal /'Ian, which provided 
for a single bridge seventy feet wide, and 
sixteen leet in the clear, above the rail- 
road tracks, to be located at its westerly 
end upon the site ol the present station, 
and its easterly end upon Walnut street 
and the northern portion of Mnnchestei 
Field. It was planned to have two new 
railroad stations located at the centre, the 
larger one on the west, ihe smaller on 
the east, and being connected by a sub- 
way under the tracks. The centre ot the 
town under this plan was to he closed to 
travel except for pedestrians through 'he 
subway and it was designed to provide a 
circuitous toute for the street railway 
cars to ami over the bridge. The taking 
ot the Whitney Mill property was also 
contemplated. With this original plan 
were also submitted plans for a supple- 
mentary bridge crossing the railroad one 
hundred teet north ot the switch tower, 
and also an alternate plan vviih many ot 
the otnameiit.il features 01 the original 
plan omitted.

The following address by William 
K. Swain, Esq., on Co-operative banks 
recently delivered before the Boston 
Chapter American Institute ot Banking 
is so explanatory ot the workings ot 
these banks, and we believe o! so much 
inteiest. that the STAR reproduc es it lor 
the benefit ot its readers who would 
know ol the great good that they are 
doing.

Management. — " How is the hank 
managed?" you naturally ask. The 
statute povides that under the by-laws 
Officers shall he elected, consisting ol a 
president, one or more vice-presidents, 
and a secretary and treasurer. The 
same person may be secretary and tiea- 
surer. Also a hoard ot duectors ot not 
less than three, hut in most cases trom 
twelve to hlleeii, These oflicers are 
elected annually. The directors' meet- 
ings are held monthly. I he secietat) 
and treasurer is usually the executive 
orticer ol the hank. 

Service and Salaries.— All ot the 
officers ot the co operative hank, with the 
exception ol the secretary ami treasuier 
and members ot the security committee, 
do their work " without money and 
without price," and il is wonderful, as I 
have studied the system, to see how 
many good men there- are who devote 
their tune and energy m helping, their 
lellowmen and women by the work they 
do in the co operative hanks. 

Protection. —The ollicers who handle 
the funds are obliged t" furnish bonds 
guaranteed by a suiely company. 

Audits. The accounts are audited 
and snpervisetl by the Hank Commis- 
sioner's Department. The hanks are 
also obliged to have an auditing com- 
mittee ot then own to make examina- 
tions, and in must <>i the laige banks 
certified public accountants do the work. 

To in y mmil, the co operative bank 
might he t ailed a hnancial institution ill 
the middle <>t the road. It is the most 
practically conducted and the most con- 
servativeiy managed ol any hnancial 
system there is m bus country, and 
always lot the benefit ol us members. 

Money.- .Money in the co-operative 
banks is never idle. The demand tor 
money oil hrst-class nuntgage security is 
always in excess ot tin- supply, anil many 
people have to wait sometimes lor one 
or more months before they secure a 
loan. I'h" tight settlement "i the 
matured share problem explained lata 
should ovi rcoine this ihlliculty. 

Attractions ot Co operative Hank 
Mortgages. One ol the greatest altrac 
lions to my mind ol the co-operative 
bank mortgage is this tact, that when 
your mortgage is granted in a co-opeta- 
tive hank, it can never be called tor pav- 
ment, provided you make >nnr monthly 
payments as provided in tie: same. It 
y ou I) irrow money ol an individual, the 
term uf the mortgage is one or more 
years, and at the matuutv ol the loan 
you are mote in. in likely (when you have 
nothing in the locker to pay with) to be 
called upon to make a substantial re- 
duction in the face ot the mortgage or to 
pay it entirely, but your co-operative 
bank moitgage goes, on just like the 
river Mowing on quietly and pleasantly, 
until your monthly payments mature it ; 
then jou have your discharge. 

Thoughts.- One ot the axioms ol life 
as I look at it. is this : 

If we save in >'iir vouth, 

We are independent m old age. 
If we spend in our youth, 
We- are dependent 'ill our old age. 
Old Age. -Lite insurance statistics 
prove th.it ol all people who live to be 
sixty live years ol age, $5 percent, are

majority ol people do not live to be 
sixty-five years ol -x<'< jei it there are 
300,000 people 111 Massachusetts, or say 
111 New Engl md, sixty-live years ot age 
and older, 255,000 of them are looking 
to someone else to take care ot them 
Now to mv mind tins is not a pleasant 
outlook for voil and tor me who will 
sometime (it we live) reach the age ot 
sixlv live years. It is the duty ot every 
person w o is competent to e mi a liveli- 



month, you will have accumulated from 

f 200 to $500. Then suppose an oppor- 
tunity is ofTered you to go into Business. 
Is it not a great deal better to feel that 
you can accept that opportunity and 
make your financial investment out ol 
y.iur own savings than to say, as so many 
are obliged to, "I won hi like to g o in 
the business, but 1 have no money? 

Publicity. —Il ihe co-operative banks 
would make iill'.iILil) their watchword, 
we would nave in Massachusetts to day 
f jOo.ooo.ooo invested in them instead ol 
$68,000,000. I he banks ttiat have made 
a specialty of advertising have grown by- 
leaps and hounds. The co-operative 
banks should do more than their share in 
aiding ihe great mass ot the people to 
save. 

Small Saving*. -Once more : do not 
be ashamed ot the day ot small things. 
1 talked with a mend a tew years ago 
and lolo him 1 wanted him to go into 
tlur co-operative bank. He had never 
saved a dollar. " Hut," he said, " I 
would not try to save unless I could put 
bv $1$ a" month " 1 said, ' Il you feel 
that way, you will never save anything. 
Why not buy 5 shares and add to them 
in three months, and then again in six 
mouths, iimil you reach youi maximum?" 
No, that would not sun him. He bought 
25 shares. He paid the first month's 
dues and never pai I anothei dollar. The 
next month lie'had a use lor the $2$, as 
he had not acquired the habit. Eventual- 
ly his shares were forfeited and he with- 
drew his brst deposit. Contrary to the 
general rule, 1 am happy to report that 
later he got the habit and is now an in- 
vestor, and also hot rower, in a co- 
operative bank and is saving his money. 

Contrast Co-operative Hanks and 
Other Methods 01 Saving. --Co-operative 
banks are unlike savings hanks in this 
one particular : you start and put in, 111 
January, 1012, flu in a savings bank, and 
decide that you are going to save #10 a 
month, and 111 February you want to buy 
something that will take about $ 10, and 
you buy it, thinking you will make 11 
up next mouth, nut the first thing you 
know you do not do it, and so the jjto 
remains as a solitary item of savings, 

In the cooperative bank, you com- 
mence saving fio a month in January, 
1912, .uid in February you say, " It I do 
not pay $ 10, I have got to pay £10:20; '' 
Now that is all the ditference. One com- 
pels you to save and the other does not. 
This is not intended as a Cllticistu ol 
s.u mys bants.

Now, one word more. You can borrow 
I money on shares (Juite often a person

, Ins shares; then he comes to a halt in his 
j hnancial career. Now, do not go and 
I withdraw your money under these condi- 
j lions it you can avoid it, lint go to the 
bank and borrow on your share*. That 
[ is called a share loan. Keep paving on 
your shares. Pay the inteiest on the 
burrowed money and possibly sometime 
you can pay back the loan ; 11 not, when 
the shares mature toe loan will be paid 



money*by monthly payments until 'the 
shares matured and then have the 
matured shares to pay off the savings 
bank mortgage, but die risks that ate 
run in this case are as follows: — 

You " may he induced to withdraw 
your tree shares for another investment 
during their lile and lose the money, 
or the savings bank may call its 
mortgage many years before the shares 
m. dure, causing a considerable expense 
tor replacing the same, perhaps a 
brokerage, and 111 any event an at- 
torney's lee, lor another examination 
ot the title. 

As in a co-operative bank the mort- 
gage is (so long as payments are not 
allowed to get six months in arrears! 
under the control ot the borrow ei, this 
cannot occur. It the payments are too 
heavy, alter the shares have reached a 
substantial amount, the borrower, at a 
very small expense, tan get what is 
called a reloan. and thus obtain a sub- 
stantial reduction in Ins monthly pay- 
ment. 

Co-operative banks, because of the 
monthly payment plan, can ath-rd to and 
are allowed 4o loan more than 
savings banks. In some cases co- 
operative bank-', where the pur- 
chaser or borrower has obtained an 
unusual bargain, have advanced know- 
ingly too per cent ot the purchase price, 
and enabled a hot rower to get a home 
which he could never have obtained 
otherwise. 

Matured Shares.— Under our present 
laws, when a share m hires, that is when 
the monthly ^payments, together with 
dividends credited makes tue shares 
worth Jaoo, it becomes a mature. I share, 
and must be withdraw n h\ Ihe member. 
It seems a peculiar condition, . tier 11 em- 
bership in a co-operative bank lor twelve 
and one-hall years, and the habit ot 
saving has beeii fully deveh pvd, that you 
are tilt 11 notified that you nillsl lake your 
accumulated savings trom tire bank and 
put them tlseu here. 

In practically every State where the 
i building and loan associations do busi- 
ness, such shares can he continued as an 
1 investment, provided the association 
i needs the lunds lor investment and the 
: members whose shales have matured 
I desires to leave them there. 

A condition that has laced our banks 
I lor Ihe past lew years has been that the 
demand lor money has tar exceeded the 
supply, and 011 many occasions, when 
money was greatly needed iui i 1 vestment 
pill poses, the bank-, have hi - -i oblige.) 
to pay out thousand- ot doll rs 011 ma- 
tured shares to its members, while in 
another department ot ihe same bank 
applicants were demanding that the

It you have num. v safely invested 111 :i 
hnancial institution that is paying you 
good interest, and which money tiny 
can Use continually lor good invest- 
ments, would voti not think il strange 
that you should be forced to withdraw 
I your 'money at a lixeil period of time?

Running Expenses.— The expense 
account ol the. co-opeiative banks is ex- 
tremely small as is shown by the follow- 
ing hgures.

An Objection to Co-operative Banks.— 
I often liml in talking with people, that 
the one objection thai they have to ofler 
to die co operative bank is the require- 
ment ot a monthly payment, ami they 
will say : "1 would not lie bothered in 
being obliged to make a monthly pay- 
ment." Upon inquiry it is seldom that 
they are able to state that they have ever 
saved any money. Hood results are ob- 
tained only by hard wotk and sacrifice,

Ditference in Cost.— The question is 
often asked, " What difference is there 
in the cost of maintaining a co-operative 
hank mortgage and a straight mort- 
gage ? " Now the question of cost is not 
the entire question that should be con- 
sidered, but I will nrst speak ot the 
cost as I understand it. You borrow 
f 2.000 in a co-operative bank at 5 per 
cent., that is 1 100 a year interest ; and 
you borrow $2,000 in a savings bank at 
5 per cent., the same interest being 
paid.

It the water coming fiom the faucet 
shows signs ot diminishing in volume 
then watch it as it is a pretty good sign 
that the pipe is closing up. 

Yes, tins has been thus far a lia'd 
winter-— hard on the coal, hard ami un- 
certain under toot, haul on the water, 
hard on the health, and hard on the 
nerves indeed it has been hauler than 
the good old-fashioned winters that the 
eildest inhabi tant used to boas t about.

At the hrst annual meeting ol the 
Massachusetts state'.Laundiy men's Asso- 
ciation, at the American House, boston, 
Saturday, Feb. to, Aithut T. Downei, 
w ho during the past year had served as 
secretary, was unanimously chosen to 
the presidency. Tins recognition ot a 
Winchester man came as a result ot Mr. 
Downer's energetic efforts toward up- 
building the association dining its criti- 
cal lit st year, lie succeeds President T. 
J. Morton ot Taunton, who letired on 
account ot serious illness iu his family. 

The banquet of the lauiulrynieii Satur- 
day evening brought out as speakeis 
Tuastmaster I". K. Stearns of Lowell, 
formerly a member of the legislature ; 
Secretary Fit. h of the National Laundry- 
men's Association, who came on from 
Ins home at Peoria, III. ; Harry Atkin- 
son, representing the Massachusetts dis- 
trict police and Hon Robert Luce, 
Lieutenant Governor. Mr. Luce's ad- 
dress u as one of the many hits Pi the 
evening and, as it presented some facts 
little known to most people about the 
growth of the laundry industry in .Massa- 
chusetts, may be worth uuoting in part 

" Perhaps I ought to reter specihcdly 
to the laundry business. 1 came to this 
X Wiering iu a kindly spirit, even though 
I did have tu use a paper cutter to net 
my stud buttons into the shirt. For- 
giveness nevertheless, radiates troni me, 
and I only hope that the time may come 
when some philanthropic genius will 
invent a machine tor tin- manufacture of 
eternal collars and cults, 
of the state Ol my own wardrobe has 
I sometimes made me feel that laundry- 
men and slnrtuiakeis niu-t be iu league, 
nut indeed in violation ol the Sherman 
Act, not in restraint, but in extension 
ut Hade. 

•• Wn.it interest « m i esp ecially in your 
imlustty is fat it is so new- an industry. 
A single generation has brought it about. 
I have certain statistics of the state ot 
Massachusetts, prepau-d a couple of years 
ago, though some ol them nut yet pub- 
lished. From these figures it appears 
that we then had jSo steam laundries, in 
the Commonwealth. These represented 
a capitalization of $2,751,000. They gave 
employment to 5.958 wage,Jeainers to 
whom were paid Jj. 0(9,000 in wages. 
Their gross income was stated as in ex- 
cess oi $5,755,000 

"Such siatistiis of an new industry 
are significant in their bearing upon the 
standards of civilized existent e. 1 was a 
member, as some of you may recall, of 
the commission which some months ago 
conducted an investigation into the cost 
Ol living. We discoveied early 111 the 
course til our studies that the nppreci 
lion in the production 
primary cause of the hi] 
modi lies that aie a world wide phenom- 
enon. We found in tins country 
several subsidiary causts, among the most 
considerable ol winch has been the 
gradu d rise 111 standards ot living. Your 
industry illustrates this tendency. Here 
iu on-- slate ii, .1 simile generation we 
have reached llie point ol employing 
more than 6.000 peisons in a new iiulus 
If who would otherwise presumably !>c 
employed iu other forms ol uialdi pro- 
diii tiou. I he p ople ol these com- 
IIIUimi< - have l» , ti led to evpeliditure 1 ! 
about »'>."»,.'«> annually whnli tnuler 
the old dispensation would in it have 
been so spent. Tile workers dialled lo 
this set vi e have decreased the number 
ol productive workers in other lines and 
hence I he production 01 goods. It the 
laundry imliisir) vveie alone, ti e elieit 
W Hihl he inconscler.i ik-. _but there are 
many oilier similar industries. This you 
understand is said, not 111 a spirit o! criti- 
cism. Such raising ot the standard ot 
living as is represented by your calling is 
distinctly valuable provided it serves a 
; useful end. That your work is useful < an 
I hardly be denied. Cleanliness is tradi- 
tionally next to godliness and in facing 
you men I leel almost as if I were address- 
ing a Methodist Sunday School conven- 
tion. 

"Without levity, cleanliness plays its 
part iu the most useful ol human ser- 
vices, m that of sanitation. You laundry 
men are doing ycur part to prevent the 
spread ot disease. You join your elh>rts 
to those ol other bodies ol public spirited 
Citizens ui lessening the miseries ol 
needless deatii. Today we are con- 
sidering many new and untried tonus ol 
legislation, all pointing toward the same 
end - not towaid the benelit ol any indi- 
vidual or group ot individuals, but 
toward the public blessing. That is the 
linal test ot goo.l law, that 111 the end it 
benefits all and hurts none. 1 beg you 
theietore to approach the subject of 
legislation past or under consideration 
on Deacon Hill in a spirit ol co operation, 
not hostility. We need from every 
citizen the contribution of Ins special 
knowledge and intelligence; his willing- 
ness to do.his part iu lightening the burden 
ot humanity's sadness, disease and 
sulferuiR. " 



The proposed Metropolitan Plan Com- 
mission is to be opposed by many cities 
and towns in the so-called Greater Bos- 
ton District, as shown when the initiative 
was taken by eleven cities and sixteen 
towns at a meeting held iu Hoston last 
week Thursday evening. There were 
140 men in attendance including 
mayors and selectmen. 

The metropolitan planning bill was at- 
tacked irom every possible point. Its 
technical, its financial, governmental 
ttlld economic features were criticised. 
As for the Kilev annexation lull, Select- 
man Abner Morse, of Canton, said In- 
most certainly did not want this kind 
ol benevolent assimilation and he 
guessed lor tne once most of the folks 
agreed with him. 

The result was that the meeting voted 
unanimously to light both schemes. 

Town Counsel Sweeiser, ot Wellestey, j 
said that while they objected to coin- 
pulsory co-ordination such as was pro- 
po-ed. he had the feeling that there were 
things which could he accomplished by 
voluntary < o-oper.iiinn. 

"I do not know," he said , " but that 
the tune is ripe foi t ie cities and towns 
in this district to get together and form 
their own association outside ot Hoston, 
in which they can make agreements as 
to development. " 
This appeared to meet with favor. 
, " 1 make a motion, " said he, " that a 
. j committee ol fifteen be appointed by the 
chairman for the purpose ot drafting 
plans tor the organization of such a 
suburban civic league, which would not 
onlv have the task ut seeing that im- 
provements were carried out, but tliat 
Metropolitan assessments were equalized 
and kept down. " 

II. W. James, ol Chelsea, moved as an 
amendment, which was adopted, that, 
instead ot a committee ol titteen, a 
. representative fiom each city and town 
Consideration | i„ c |uded. 

The formal motion for a committee to] 
be appointed by tue chaii and to consist 
ot one n presentative fiom »ach of the 
Cities and towns except Boston was then 
lormally presented and adopted. 

It was a positive meeting Irom the 
start. Chairman Cutting bad 141 men! 
present before him when the speaking 
began. I le announced that eleven of the j 
thirteen cities iu the district and sixteen 
ut the twenty-five metropolitan towns \ 
were represented, lie said over fifteen 
cities and towns were now formally lined | 
ui) in protest against Metropolitan plan 
commission measure ami the Kiley lull. 

Harry W. James, of Chelsea, spoke on 
what he' called " The preposte'ous fea- 
tures of the measure. " He said the Stale 
was commission-ridden at the present 
time. "IKveryUmiR, irom lunatics to 
lobsters, irom inset ts to birds, from cows 
toihslies, is under a commission ot some 
soil. The people most certainly should 
not be bother harassed by the creation 
oi this new imported-from- Europe com- 
mission, " he declared. 

" What we need," he said, " is not 
more commissions or more laws, but

Next Thursday,' being Wash- 
ington's Birthday, the Star 
Office force will be enjoying the 
holiday.

Mr. Elmer P. Fletcher, former 
town engineer, was in Winchester 
last week, and on being asked his j 
opinion regarding the arch bridge i 
plan of depressing the street under 
the tracks seven feet, said that he 
believed it would be a grave mis- 
take to do so. 



After listening to the address of 
Mr. J. Randolph Cooledge, Jr., of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
at the Assembly Hall, High 
School building, last Friday eve- 
ning, we are more convinced than 
ever that the creation of the pro- 
posed Metropolitan Plan Commis 
sion means ultimate annexation to 
Boston. It might be well for 
Winchester to understand this 
before committing itself to this 
scheme. 



There is no need oi appointing 
a Legislative committee to ascer- 
tain the cause of the strike at 
Lawrence. It is very generally 
conceded that the industrial 
trouble in the " Spindle City " is 
due to the Legislature enacting 
the 54 hour law at the last session. 
What is now wanted of the Legis- 
lature is to devise some means of 
getting the laboring class out of 
the trouble it has gotten them 
into.— [ Athol Chronicle. 

City Solicitor Kean of Somer- 
ville says that it cost $20,000 to 
have a commission apportion the 
expense of the Charles River 
basin among certain cities ami 
towns in the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict. And yet the Metropolitan 
Plan Commission bill calls for a 
yearly apportionment of expenses. 
With $14000 a year for salaries 
and $15,000 or more a year lor 
apportionment, where will the 
saving by coordination, that we 
hear so much about, come in. As 
it is, if a majority ot the existing 
commissions in the State were 
wiped out, living expenses woul 1 
be reduced somewhat. 

The proposed carriage of parcels 
by the Government lor concerns a 
thousand miles distant at the same 
price as that charged for a few 
miles, would weaken home ties and 
1 >yalty to community interests. 
It would build up large mail order 
concerns to the depreciation of 
local values. Nearness to a good 
live town adds to contentment on 
the farm. Increase of great cities 
ami consequent n^isery of many 
unemployed are .largely due to 
dullness of many small towns. 
Great cities furnish gravest 
dangers. Carriage of first anil 
second-class mail at a e >st regard, 
less of distance might be justified 
by their diffusion of intelligence 
necessary for stability of a re- 
public. 



At the upm meetu.g ot the Deliberative 
Assembly last Frday evening , the report 
ot the Metropolitan Wan Commission 
was discu>-.eii by J. Kaixiolph Coohdge, 
jr , a member "i tne commission, Artnur 
W. lilaekuiore ot Cambridge and 
William I I )...>. 

Mr. Co dioge said that the present 
system < : n.iKo.g improvements and oi 
paving i..r them is not popular, as there 
is no local contol . ver tne expenditures. 
The Commission is against annexation. 
The planning board shall have power 
only to plan. Tlx- execution rests with 
the authorities oi the towns, county or 
existing commissions. At present there 
is no hoard to plan the development of 
the entire district. The present system is 
wastetul in many ways. The tire loss in 
the district annually represents the inter- 
est on $100,000,000. Five sixths of this 
could be saved by a system ot construc- 
tion as is used ill Kurope. 

In opposition Mi. Ulakrmore said the 
proposed- bill tor a metropolitan plan 
commission is an attempt to thrust on 
the district a form ot centralized govern- 
ment toi which there has been no de- 
mand. vVe must not forget that the most 
elficient and economical system ot 
government we have is the local govern- 
ment ol small rules and towns, s"ch as 
now exist in the suburbs ot Boston. 
Under the proposed plan the subtfrhs 
would have to nay then propoition ot 
Koston improvements done in the extrav- 
agant Boston way. 

Mr. Daly said :— The discussion of the 
Metropolitan Plan Act should be entered 
into with the object of ascertaining 
whether the commission to be appointed 
under such Act would lie of an advan- 
tage to Winchester by way ot suggesting 
improvements in our hie dept., water 
.mil sewet service, roadways and other 
sui h mutters, not only lor our own town 
but in our relation to adjourning towns 
.mil i ities. 

It is lair to assume that all citizens wel- 
come the creation ol any board that may 
be 111 its characlei advisory and who may- 
be ot assistance hi tin- development of 
a community. 

That this Hoard would have functions 
other than advisory is evidenced bv a 
section 1 •! the Act giving them tile right 
oi suspensory veto over matters Hint 
may !»• undertaken by our own Boards, 
as lor example , the erection of a file 
house, building ol a certain loatlwi'j or 
oilier like important wo r ks The eiiect 
oi .1 veto would ii-- to suspend operation 
on any such ma t -rs for oil" year or until 
.1 nciv bo.iul oi otii town had been 

elected. 

A power such as may be exercised by 
tins veto would perhaps apoiy to cities 
win re the hoards oi government change 
annually but not equally so to towns 
such as ours where citizens hold places 
on Hoards tor many years. 

That there an- other sections ol the 
Act 1 nit hi ly ii • the subject ol criti ism 
is generally accepted as Hue. Many 
persons believe that the power Ol ap- 
pointment should rest solely Willi the 
Governor and not jointly with the May 01 
ot Boston as now contemplated hy tins 
measure. 

W hat are rtfei red to as ordinary and 
extraordinary improvements in section - 
■ a the Ad may o'tentimei lis the sub 
ject ot judicial determination and und< : 
the plan ul assessment outlined, nwan's 
may be delayed lor si me years. 

At the present time we have man) in- 
dependent commissions; 111 this State 
whose duties are more 01 less identical 
w iih those intended to be conferred on 
the Metropolitan Plan Commission; why 
th< 11 is it not possible lor any bo nd or 
committee ot this town to secure the co- 
operation of either of these bodies it it be 
n (|iii sled. 

While those who advocate the ap- 
pointment ot this Commission assert that 
there is not ling ot a politic. il ispect 111 
Ihe legislation .is asked lor yet even w ith 
this assu.aiice there are many who semi 
to apprehend something ot a Greater 
Host. hi measure in this bill now betote 
the legislature. 

That ihe appointment ot tins Commis- 
sion would entail a very much added ex- 
pense to the already heavy burden ol 
State taxation is admitted and while 
such a commission may be desirable for 
citus like Boston and Cambridge it 
would seem that Winchester may con- 
tinue to progress 111 the fuiure under the 
guidance ot her citizens apart Irom tur- 
thci commissions. 

Bel levin j t'lat local self government 
having in origin in town meetings 
and exercised through out own Hoards 
and Committees may be interfered 
with raiher than strengthened hy the 
legislation as asked for I respectfully 
submit that the Metropolitan Plan Coin- 
mission as proposed to be appointed is 
not desired bv Winchester at this lime.

* The largest patt. i t lenthel shop in U n- 
burn, located on Sheridan street ami 
owned and operated by W. C, Welch & 
Co. the propiietors being William C. 
Welch of 21.1 Washington street and F. 
J. Carr, ot no Highland avenue, this 
'.own, was totally destroyed, by lire last 
Sunday afternoon, with a loss of

Is it reasonable 
losay. that absolutely prohibiting fishing 
ot any kind or description is "regula- 
ting " it ' Prohibition and regulation ot 
the liquor name are considered two 
different things and so prohibiting aim 
regulation of Hshing are two dilleleiit 
propositions. 

In 1907 the Water Hoard suddenly dis- 
turbed the good feeling which had 
existed between the town, tin- hsliermen 
and the Hoard t..r over thirty years bv 
nshiiui and

without consulting the town or giving 
any good reason lor making such a 



by a court decision, it does not require 
much attention. although this vote is 
all the others plainly indicates thai the 
tow-n only desired healthful hsiiing and 1 
not the kind tlie Water Hoard claim they 
cannot stop because ot w icked votes 
parsed by Winchester tishermen in past 
town meetings.

it in allowing tree ishing. 
J Counsel tor the Water Hoard says "In 
closing 1 desire to call to your attention 
the tact that the foregoing in no way refers 
to or detracts from your dtitv as a Hoard 
to pevent, if possible all pollution or con- 
tamination oi the water's constituting the 
town's water supply." All agree to this 
statement and it the Water Board, acting 
under this advice, find that the present 
public fishing open to the whole world 
does not pollute or contaminate the 
water supply how can the little restricted 
summer fishing from the shoies desired 
by Winchester lishetmen injure the 
water? If the Water Hoard follow up trie 
advice of counsel, it will eithei have to 
stop open, public fishing as now prac- 
ticed or decide that fishing of the most 
undesirable kind (so styled by the State 
Hoard of Health) is all right and does 
not injure the water suppy. 

Jn conclusion, 1 might say that the 
subject matter ot restricted fishing has 
got to be] threshed over Hgiill at the 
next town meeting. Whether the Water 
Honrd has obeyed the town or disobeyed 
it in muddling the fishing situation is a 
matter lor everyone to decide from the 
records in the case. It does not take a 
lawver to explain them. Any honest and 
open mmd understanding the meaning ot 
English words can easily grasp just what 
the ma joi itv of the town have voted lor 
during the last tew years regarding town 
lishiug. It the town again votes tor health- 
ful restl 11 ted llshing, the people otight 
to have it. It it votes foi close prohibi- 
tion ol fish I have no tear hut what the 
fishermen w ill obey the expressed will 
ol the town and obey the majority ol the 
voters much mote loyaly than lias the 
Water Hoard.

The 
Middlesex Tells had been taken by the 
state lor park purposes, almost surround- 
ing Winchester's tour hundred or more 
acres ol land and water territory. Under 
these new circumstances, the Water 
Hoard, representing the town made new 
tishing rules and regulations which the 
state agreed to etitorce through the 
Metiopohl.111 I'arks Police These rules 
are cited in last weeks STAR and atten- 
tion is called to rule No. j which ex 
pu-ssiy siates " I hat no permits shall be 
issued except to residents ol tin town ot 
Winchester. " . tso tortile N >. " which 
states " The police ol the Metropolitan 
Parks Commission will entori 
regulations " I'or ten veats lite 
I w ere eniorced to the mutual satisfaction 
of the town, the lisheimeii, the water 
I board and the l'ark Commission.

1908 report ol the Water Hoard oil the 
subject, thus recognizing the right ot the 
Hoard to stop all tishing at the reservoirs 
and lo call upon park police lo arrest 
tishermen in the absence ot any vote to 
the contrary passed by the town. Dis- 
satisfaction with the report was shown 
by a dignified petition oi over one hlm- 
indehtiitc con- I dred citizens asking Hit Water Hoard to 
' allow summei iislnng in the middle res- 
ervoir which only overllows in the 
winter lime into the town water supply. 
This petition was delivered to the Water 
Hoard but never acknowledged or re- 
plied to in any* maimer whatever. 
Neither was it ever alluded to 111 any 
Watet Hoard report, contrary to legal 
tequiremeiits. Many ciiizens met at the 
home oi the late chairman ol the Massa- 
chusetts Fish and (iniue Commission 
Mr. bracket! to See what could be done, 
to restore town tishing.

The last two weeks have been vc-ry 
trying to many residents ot Winchester 
who have been so untoruuate as to have 
tneir supplv ot water cut off, due to 
bursting mains and frozen stieet pipes. 
Tilde are undoubtedly other places m 
tnis Commonwealth whf re they have had 
more or less ot a hard time this winter in 
this way, owing to the fact that trust has 
penetrated the ground to an unusual 
depth ; but this dues Hut make our hard- 
ship any the less nor does it mean that 
our water supply system is not 111 need oi 
improvement. 

It is not pleasant in winter to have to 
let out your fire in your hot water heating 
plant fur want of watet and suffer inside 
of your home with the cold, to have 
your family compelled to go in town 
night alter night tor dinner because you 
do not dare to make a fire in the range 
tor tear ot burning out your kitchen 
boiler, to have no watet to wash With, 
and worst 01 all, to have no water in your 
bathrooms. And if all this was not 
likely to happen again, you could be 
patient and meek and loiget it and make 
no furthei reference to it. But, unfortu- 
nately,' it is likely to happen again, and 
very probably will, unless something in 
the way ot improvement is done m rela- 
tion to the water supply ol the town. It 
is not merely the annoyance that you 
have to consider ; • hut imagine a lite 
breaking out in the mgitt with no watet 
to extinguish it. or an epidemic of sick- 
ness due to unsanitary conditions tor 
want of water ! Tins is a very serious 
thing and something ought to be doi.e to 
preclude a tepeftioti ol this winter's 
experience, it possible. 

A writer in last week's STAR, who 
appears to have lieen a member of the 
Water Board at one time, speaks ot our 
water supply as "hardly sufficient lor the 
present needs ot the town and so close Jo 
the point where it is used that no pollut- 
ing substance has opportunity to become 
dissipated before it is consumed in our 
jkmilies." Here is another matter 111 
comic lion with the Water Department 
to be looked into to see it there is not a 
practical and available remedy. The 
same writer speaks ot the present Water 
Board as high-minded, conscientious 
men. No doubt this is true : and they 
.ire probably self-sacrificing too ; and 
deserve great credit tor their efforts. 
But the burden on them has been un- 
usually heavy ot late and is evidently 
too much tdr them alone as it is tor those 
who have been identified with the water 
department since Winchester was a 
village. The town has grown con- 
siderably within the last lew years and 
has evidently gotten beyond otir present 
water supply practises.

Complaints have been numerous this 
winter on the u.irt ot lesidents ol W in- 
chester to the effect that the water pipes 
in the streets have frozen ajid that many- 
people have been Without water in con- 
sequence for several davs. Indeed the 
i writer has been informed of one c.ise 
where a resident nas been without water 
for nearly two wteks, and when he com- 
plained he was told that "the sun might 
be high in the heavens and thaw out the 
freeze beiore the water department could j 
reach his case, as he had to wait his 
turn." 

Kverybody on the street where the 
writer lives has been subject to great 
inconvenience in consequence ot frozen 
water pipes in the street, and my family 
has now been without water tor thirty- 
six hours. On a neighboring street on 
which we own some property practically 
the same condition prevails. I am in- 
formed that the ireezmg ot water pipes 
in the streets ol Winchester has been so 
extensive that the Water Depaitineiit is 
so crowded w ith demands for attention 
that it is not equal to dealing with the 
problem properly. This sort ol a situa- 
tion is calculated to produce an epidemic 
ol sickness.

These 
steel cars, being quite heavy, ride very 
easily and steadily, and it is said that by 
their being constructed of steel will 
| lessen the chances of injury to passengers 
j by lire or smashup, in case ot a derail- 
ment or collision. Of course these things 
must be proven by time and experience. 

We believe it is the earnest and honest 
desire among railroad officials, by ex- 
periments many of which are expensive, 
to lessen as far as possible the liability of 
injury to passengers both by construc- 
tion of rolling stock and signaling. 
Railroad signaling has been experi- 
mented with for many years in this and 
other countries, and the question is still 
open for further experimenting. We 
believe that human ingenuity will still 
exert itself in this particular problem. 
Bv observation and some experience 
the writer rather prefers the Automatic 
Electric Block System, which is being 
used on the Rotson & Maine and other 
Eastern Roads, over the systems 
operated by human hands, which his- 
tory has proven to be fruil at a critical 
moment. 

Passing through the beautiful agricul- 
tural state ot Minnesota, with its im- 
mense farms anil prosperous lookiug 
towns and cities we arrive ill Mobridge, 
South Dakota, situated near the Missouri 
River, and this is the beginning point ot 
the new line mentioned, having been 
opened up for passenger business less 
than a year ago, and the hrst veiy diffi- 
cult probl-m to overcome, on its way 
to the Puget Sound Country, was the 
bridging of the Missouri River. 'I his was 
accomplished by a large amount ot labor 
and expense, by the building tit a steel 
bridge which is .1 marvel of strength and 
Solidity, its steel work weighing llear- 
l\ .1 million pounds. Approaching this 
bridge the massive steel construction 
work looms up above the trees which 
line the. hunks, ["'our concrete founda- 
tion piers sunk down to bet rock nearly 
one hundred feet below the surf.uv of the 
w.iter'level. lite steel purs rising sixty 
ttet above low water level and the mons- 
ter steel truss spans are lifted liity five 
feet above the railroad bed. This bridge 
being unu >>f the strongest built on the 
Missouri River. 

On leaving Mobridge the line passes 
thiotigh the Standing Rock Indian Reser- 
vation where the population is largely 



Missouri. 

Ine mountain scenery about here is 
simply giand. Jetferson also has a place 
in the annals ot our country, for it was 
lieie that the Government organized the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition, and where 
the patty had their first view of the 
" Forks. " The story ot this hazardous 
expedition is thrilling, and on the banks 
of the Jefferson they took their course 
West, following the course ot the_;jef!er- 
son river. 

We then i ass through very fertile 
valleys, the lands of which ale devoted to 
rich fruit and altalti glowing, and 
commence climbing mountans, in the 
Bittet Root Range, passing through a 
wild and picturesque region and reach- 
ing Pipestone Pass at an « levation ot 
over six thousand tea. Passing through 
a long tunnel we find ourselves at 
the highest point on the line, and also 
at the summit of the Continental Divide, 
where the waters that course down the 
Western slope find their way to the 
Columbia river and the Pacific, while 
those Mowing Eastward seek the 
Missouri and the Atlantic Ocean. Drop- 
ping down this mountain we reach Butte, 
the largest city in Montana numbering 
about sixty thousand people, situated on 
what is called Butte Hill. This hill is 
said to be the richest in the world, 
honeycombed for over two thousand feet 
in depth by copper mining tunnels that 
extend under the entire city. Its build- 
ings ore substantial, its residences 
palatial and its schools, churches and 
Notaries are among the finest in the 
West. These copper mines produce a 
large part of the copper supply of the 
wot Id, 

Continuing our journey we pass Deer 
Lodge, a tine old city ofnvelve thousand, 
settled in the days of the Montana gold 
excitement, being a division point of the 
railroad. Extensive repair shops are 
lo ated mere. 

Oold was lirst discovered in Montana 
by l-rancois Hiiictscc, a halt breed, in 
eighteen hundred fund iifty. A sign is 
loiMted beside the lailroad, where the 
discovery w as made. 

Missoula, a fine city is situated on the 
Bitter Root River, near Jwlitch "place n 
settlement was made many years ago by 
l-'rench Canadians. Passing through 
the rich valley lands of the Missoula and 
St. Riges River Valleys, again rising lo 
an elevation ot forty-one hundred and 
li'teeii feet, rising at the rate of one thou- 
sand feet in going eleven miles, and 
passing through the St. Paul Pass Tun- 
nel and also passing out of the wondet - 
ful st .te of Montana, and into Idaho, 
being still in the Hitter Root Range, and

This 
new line then pisses through a very 
fertile section of South Dakota, showing 
the possibilities ol a great corn growing 
section. 

At Hettinger we leave South Dakota, 
and enter North Dakota passing many 
little prosperous looking towns and thou- 
sands of acres ot rich wheat growing 
lands, and after crossing the little 
Missouri river we enter a section ot the 
noted bad lands of this State, a reigon of 
curious and monstrous formations ot sun 
baked clay, that worn by the action ot 
water m the countless past ages has s- 
sinned the shapes of old castles and 
strange counterfeits ot half buried cities, 
etc. 

After leaving these strange scenes we 
enter ahne grazing section where we see 
great herds of cattle, sheep and horses. 
Hereweleave North Dakota behind u« and 
enter the great State of Montana and ar- 
rive at Miles City, a city ot considerable 
importance, having a population ot over 
six thousand, and one of the progressive 
towns of the state, it being a gteat wool 
shipping center, and it is said to be the 
largest lange horse market in the coun- 
try. It has fine budness blocks and 
wide streets, brilliantly lighted at night 
by a system of cluster lights, and is u 
place of much wealth and tine homes, 
also is a division point of this road and 
has extend ve repair shops, etc. Near 
this place is a line fruit growing valley 
situated on the banks of the Tongue 
River, the waters of which are quits 
warm, watering the lands ot the whole 
valley, which is most excellent tor that 
purpose. 



we come in view of beautiful lakes, 
noted tor excellent trout fishing, too 
miuieioiis to mention, Idaho being 
paiadise for fishermen. The St. Mary's, 
the St. Joe and Shadowy St. ]oe rivers 
Lakes Chaleolet and Coeur d' Aleue in 
the Coeur d'Alene mountains are 
among the many fishing resorts. 

Passing through another indian reser- 
vation ot highly productive lands, and 
through another tunnel we leaveldaho and 
enter the State ol Washington, this point 
being fifty miles South ol Spokane- 
Passing through the South-easterly sec- 
tion of the State this new line opens* 
up very valuable and rich wheat' and 
fruit growing lands, which abound in 
all directions, and in the proximity of 
good markets and slipping points. 

Manv new irrigating canal projects 
are under way, which will irrigate these 
valuable lands, plenty ol water being 
found at a depth of from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet. Wheat grown in this 
part of Jthe State is famous for quality 
and quantity. 

At the crossing of the Idaho, and 
Washington State line is also a junction 
point with the Oregon-Washington Rail 
road & Navigation Co., a line running to 
Porland, Oregon, and to all California 
points. Drv farming has been experi- 
mented with in this section and has been 
found both practical and protitable. 
Some twenty five stations are coveied 
bv this new line before reaching Cascade 
Mountains, and it crosses the Columbia 
and Yakima rivers on new long steel 
bridges, built m in the most substantial 
manner. 

We then approach the Cascade Range 
and begin to climb the mountains, pass- 
ing through very fertile valleys, in the 
proximity ot the Cedar and Snoqualmie 
rivers and beautiful hikes and Cascade 
balls which are also inteiesting to trout 
fishermen, and gtaduallv rise to the sum- 
mit of the range, an' elevation of three 
thousand and ten teet at Snoqualmie 
Pass. On descending the Western slope 
of this range some giand scenerv is con- 
stantly appearing before us, rushing 
waters, the Cascade Mountains and at a 
lone di«tancea long range of saw -tootlud 
peaks, rock crowned and snow tipped 
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CoalVockets, Wlucnester.

It takes tut 
usual foresight to even approximate the | 
ultimate dram; lit upon them. I lie result j 
is likely to be a unite or less patch-work 
system; and with increased draught upon 
the pipes, without increased head oi 
water, the velocity of flow is materially 
affected, due in a consider, ibe measure 
to increased friction. The weaket the 
How ot water the more likelihood of 
freezing And if our water supply is 
hardly sulhctent for the town's present 
needs, with further growth things are 
likely to be wotse before they are bettel 
unless something is done. Then there 
is the influence of temperatute to which 
mains are subjected, independently of 
the water m them Ireezing, which 
because of the contraction and then ex- 
pansion ot the ground, as the moisture 
111 |the soil freezes, frequently causes 
pipes to burst ; and when the soil begins 
to thaw and loosen, Die pipes are 
again in danger. All of these dangers, 
are however, mintmued by laying the 
pipes fully deep enough to go beyond 
the frost line, taking into account the 
character and porosity ot the soil. 1 
am told that the frost in the ptesent 
instance just about got down five feet 
to where the pipes are located in Win- 
chester, but no deeper. We should profit 
by tins knowledge; and, independently 
of increasing our water supply or secur- 
ing a better circulation, if we cannot do 
much, without great expense, w ith the 
present installation ot pipes, we can at 
least tleal ihfletently with future supply 
pipes and mains. In addition to these 
unpleasant experiences w ith frozen water 
pipes, there has been considerable con*> 
plaint in the tecent past ot the water 
being ditty and tasting badly. So take 
it all in all, it seems to the writer that 
provision might very well |be made at 
the next Town Meeting tor a committee 
to investigate our water supply, with 
authority to consult first class water 
engineers. The committee ought to con- 
tain at least seven citizens, which should, 
of course, include the Water Board as 
ex otticio members. The matter ot 
purity of the water, the adequacy ot the 
supply tor domestic purposes and tor 
tire protection, what ptactical measures 
can be taken to minimize the dangers 
from frost without involving the town in 
great expense, consideration of future 
needs, tlx- installation, character and 
level of mams and kindred matters, all 
should be reported on bv this committee 
to a Town Meeting, with recommenda- 
tions, not later than early in the autumn. 

1 teel perhaps strongly about this 
whole ma'ter, realizing, as I do, its 
dangers. Besides, my family were 
without water tor about five days, 
which at that was not nearly so 
bail as some of my more patient and 
considerate neighbors and fellow 
towns-people. We were told that we 
would have to await our turn, which 
appeared at the time ot complaining 
as at some future indefinite time, owing 
to the great number ot cases to be at- 
tended to and comparatively small num- 
ber of laborers engaged in digging dow n 
to and thawing out the pipes. 1 am 
afraid that when something should be 
done more efficiently I find it difficult to 
rtmain meek and m a resigned condition 
of mind. It is clear that Winchester is 
in a transition 'stage and its future is 
going to denend upon seeing where local 
government methods are deficient and 
having sufficient courage and public 
spirt to fight lor improvement. An 
efficient do something policy mav un- 
fortunately be disagreeable and harsh 
at times, but it may be excused because 
ot the fact that it is likely to accomplish 
some tesults ; whereas a do-nothing 
policy will not. There are always lots ot 
honest people in every town who arc- 
Tories by nature and "who are satisfied 
with things as they are and are not 
only willing to submit to weaknesses but 
wid actually resent and tight against 
curing then. This kind of person likes 
to console himself with the reflection 
that somebody else is as badly oh* as he 
Tins is a cheerful way of looking at

•1 believe that the thirty-eight cities!

closely. 1 believed that last year; still 1 
Opposed with all tin- vigor that I could, j 
the Greater Boston Bill because I | 
believed I saw in that dangers that 1 do ; 
not see in this lull or in this plan. And I 
what I am saying, 1 am saying per- ' 
sonally because our city of Newton has 
not acted as a whole. The Board ol 
Aldermen have not taken up this matter 
and what I say may be reversed by them. 

" But I believe personally that some 
such plan is bound to come and some 
such plat) as these commissi oners have 
produced is the sort of thing that we 
want to start oul with. And in saving 
that I do not mean 'o say that we shall 
not n serve the tight to change in the 
Legislature, it possible, some of the 
articles in that bill. For instance, we 
are very jealous in Newton, as I take 
it you are in Souierville, and in Mai- 
den, and in Cambridge, and other 
places, ot your political rights; that you 
do not want to have those taken away 
from you. You do not want your tights 
ol self-government taken away, and so 
there are One or two articles in there that 
seem to me that our people would be 
likely to object to. But as a whole I 
believe that some such thing must come, 
and I have come to that conclusion 
possibly through fear of something tha* 
might happen. To begin with. I do not 
believe in political annexation for the 
thirty-eight cities nd towns in the Metro- 
politan District. And I want to tell you 
that I should oppose that with all the 
energy that 1 have, and 1 believe that 
the majority of the towns and cities in 
the District believe that the time is not 
ripe for annexation. And so I look to 
some such plan as these commissioners 
have given us, to give us that cohesion 
and that chance to do things as a com- 
munity and not through political annexa- 
tion with the city of Boston. And that 
is the reason and the^chiet reason, that 
leads me to come to this conclusion. 

"There are many other reasons that 
come afterward. I can see that these 
commissions are going to be able to do 
a great deal of good tor this District, and 
so it is that I have come to the conclu- 
sion that personally 1 shall give them all 
the support that is possible lor this

As was stated at the beginning of this 
review, a careful study ol the situation

With reference to the Guild plan it may- 
be said that this contemplated the build 
ing of a huge single highway bridge at 
the railroad tracks and 



crossing. In this connection we reter to 
out first arti< le in which we mentioned 
that as early as 1S9; a qualified engineer, 
a resident ot Winchester, wrote a letter 
to the Editor ot the STAR which was 
published at that time. In this letter a 
comprehensive and carefully studied 
plan was presented whereby this question 
was solved In the elevation ot the tracks. 
This appearing to be the best solution to 
the writer. 

In this scheme it was suggested that 
the plan include tne Swanton Street 
bridge and Wedgemere Station (then 
called Mystic) and the Bacon Street 
Bridge 111 addition to our town centre 
and railroad station. The streets were 
to run miller the tracks and tiie railioad 
stations be raised. The mam advan- 
tages claimed tor this plan, which was 
tirade later closely paralleled 111 a report made 
' to tin' Town by a committee appointed 
for that purpose, suiely ohtames to a 
much greater degree at tiie present time.

He directed the attention ol his audi 
euce to the fact that lashions in literature 
did not appear to be governed by any 
fixed laws except that wlu-u .111 author ol 
Commanding' personality appeared he 
was Usually appreciated and m vogue 
during some portion ol his lite tune, tint 
strange to say, instances were not 
wanting where an llUthol ilid not become 
the fashion until alter his death. 

In modern tunes lie said that when 
any work of an author had received 
popular commendation most people read 
such work not Irom a love or apprecia- 
tion ol its literacy values, hut because o| 
a dislike to express again anil again, 
ignorance ol its contents. This tide of

I shall not reply to Mr. Ives personal 
allusions to me in his " caustic STAR 
article of the 16th, as I do not believe in 
that kind ol discussion and ! leave it all 
to him.

Editor of the Star: 

It seems to me there are several 
opportunities for civil suits against 
the town of Winchester, or its Water 
Board, accord! n to the opinion of 
town counsel Joslln in his letter of 
advice to the Board. He seems to 
decide against the Water Hoard in 
many particulars especially when he 
advises that if open public fishing 
contaminates the water, the Water 
Board can stop It, which is just what 
we fishermen claim. He also ad- 
vises, "I feel perfectly certain that 
neither the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission, nor any officer under it, nor 
any officer of the town of Winchester, 
would be justified in arresting a per- 
son found fishing in the reservoirs, 
without a warrant. 

"To arrest a person without a war- 
rant entails a civil liability which 
might prove to he very burdensome 
in the event of a court finding a per- 
son so arrested not guilty of any of- 
fence." Now I was arrestef, with- 
out a warrant lor the alleged crim- 
inal offence of fishing In the reser- 
voirs without a permit from the 
Water Board. Subsequently the At- 
torney General rendered an opinion

;is to the regularity of the Humiliation 
papers of certain candidates at the 
approaching town election, and reflec- 
tions have been cast upon the motives 
of some of us who doubted the legality 
of those papers. So far as I am aware, 
the sole object in raising tin question 
was to make sure that the town officials 
should be legally nominated and elected, 
in order to ensure the legality of their 
acts after being elected 10 office. 

The law provides that " every voter 
who signs .1 nomination paper shall sign 
it in person," etc ; also that "every 
nomination paper shall lie tiled by a 
responsible person, who .shall with Ins 
OWW hand sign such paper, " etc. Three 
nomination papers were bled by persons 
who did not with their " own hand" sign 
their names in the space provided, but 
such signature was filled in by another 
peison. It was contended that tn<- law 
was complied with by reason ol the la< t 
that these pei sons had signed the nomi- 
nation paper on the inside pages, and 
that a repetition of the signature was 
not necessary on tin- last page in the 
space for the name ol the person filing 
the paper. Some of us were unable to 
interpret the I >w in th.it way. 

Today I had an interview with the 
chairman of the State Uallot Law Com- 
mission, and h<: informs nie that tin- 
signing of a nomination paper and the 
nling of the paper ate two distinct larts, 
and that the man filing the paper must 
sign " with his own h ind" in the space 
provided for such signature, no matter 
if he has already signed the nomination 
paper on one ot the inside pages.

In a formal written opinion dated March 
7, 1911, the Attorney General clearly 
states that the town alone lias control in 
the matter thus deciding that the power 
delegated to the Winchester Water Hoard 
by the State Hoard of Health to control 
fishing was null and void. 

1911. The town voted June 271I1, 
almost unanimously, requesting die State- 
Hoard ot Health to formulate rules and 
regulations to govern lishing in the 
reservoirs.

Quotinn Irom 1 lie Report ol this Com- 
mittee 1906:

It provides for two masonry aid) 
hridy.es, one fin feet ami one 50 leet deal 
width, t.j leet elear height troui the 
centre ol the street to the centre oi the 
arches and seven leet at the skew hacks 
to be located at the centre, thus Keeping 
tile lines ol travel u the same direction as 
at present.

A dining table and chain 
have been given by Mrs. Vincent Farns- 
worth ; a sideboard by Mrs. lluckbn ; ,1 
refrigerator and furniture lor the third 
story by Mrs. Houghton ; sheets nave 
been furnished by the dilierent churches 
and house linen lias been prepared by 
the Wiutou Club.

The Committee appointed to prepare 
the house for occupancy will have 
charge ol the Hospital, subject to the 
approval of the Executive Board of the 
Association, which is responsible for its 
management. 

The Hoard ol Directors will take 1 
possession March eighth, when there will 
he a short service ol praver, asking tor a 
blessing upon articles donated and upon 
the work to be established. For lack ot 
room, theie will be no general public 
reception ; but on Friday alteration and 
Saturday contributors, physicians and a 
few guests are invited to inspect the 
house, and, during the billowing week, 
the public generally will be welcome. 
Superintendent and nurses are already 
installed ; and, on Monday, March 
eleventh, the Winchester Hospital will be 
ready to receive patients ami begin its 
work ol service.

It the ballot is a safeguard, a 
piotection, a right, a privilege, a duty ior 
the male citizen, it is equally so tor the 
female citizen. 

The words ol Wendell Phillips, that 
dauntless champion of justice, come to 
mind:— "Is there any man willing to 
resign his own right to vote and trust 
his welfare ami his earnings entitely to 
the votes ol others ? Suppose any class ot 
men should condescendingly tiller to 
settle for us our capacity or our calling 
to vote tor us, to choose our sphere for 
us— how ridiculously impertinent we 
should consider it ! " 

Women citizens feel this impertinence 
when the little exclusive ballot is con- 
descendingly put into theii hands, 
knowing, as they do. that their stake in 
the wellare ot Ihe community in which 
they live is as great as the man citizen's, 
ami their inherent fitness tor executing 
some civic duties greater. One woman 
voter, alter casting her vote, inquired 
indignantly, " Why do we have to appeal 
to men lot the right to vote.' Who gave 
tneni the right to say whether I, a re- 
sponsible citizen, shall exercise the 
franchise? " 

A pertinent question mid not a new- 
one to the older, women ! The oul> 
answer is that "possession is nine points 
in the law. " that " might makes right. " 
Voting is not a male nor temale [miction 
- it is a human function and the ballot 
is the symbol ot equality, of equal oppor- 
tunity, and. in a democracy, so-called, 
denial ot the Iranchise to any class, other- 
wise qualilied, because ol sex is a rank 
injustice -with nearly a million women 
voting tor the PleSldelltial Candidate lilts 
star, why should this discrimination 
continue against the other women of the 
United States' M. E. A.

The following bill is before the Legis- 
lature on petition ot David N. Skillings 
and others foi legislation relative to the 
system ot sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal in the town ot \\ inchester. This 
bill was ordered printed in the STAR at 
the town meeting Monday evening, and 
will be acted upon at the adjourned town 
meeting next Monday evening. 

AN ACT 

Relative to the Construction, Main- 
tenance and Extension of the Sewerase 
and Sewage Disposal in the Town ot 
Winchester, and the Powers and 
Duties ol the Water and Sewer Board 
relative thereto. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House ot Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority ot 
the same, as follows : 

Section I. The water and sewer 
board ol the town ol Winchester aie 
herebv authorized to construct, maintain 
and operate such systems ot seweiage 
and sewage disposal, and to lav, make 
and maintain such common sewers as 

said bo.i.J may I ti...« U tin;- d em 

necessary lor the purpose of disposing of 
its sewage through the metropolitan 
sewer as provided by chapter lour bun 
dred anil tliirty-niiie oi the acts ot the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-nine ; 
said board may also construct, maintain 
and oper.de such works as they may 
deem necessary in connection with said 
systems; and said Ooard, for the purpose 
of providing better surface or other 
drainage for any part or parts of said 
town, guaidiug against polutiou ot 
waters, and otherwise protecting the 
public health, may b y, make anil main- 
tain sin h main drains as they deem best, 
may deepen, widen and clear of obstruc- 
tions any brook, st re on or watt r course 
w ithin the limits ot said tow A, and 
stiaigbteu. alter or diveit the courses or 
i hamiels iheieol 

Section 2 Said water and sewer 
board, acting in behalf of said town, 
shall, have lull power 10 take from time 
to time, by purch.isn or otiicrw ise, any 
lands, wa'ui rights, rights ol way or 
easements in said town, public or. pri- 
v te, of any persons or corporations, 
necessaiy tor const r in ting, maintaining 
and operating such system or systems of 
sewerage and sewage di-pisal for 
laying, making and maintaining com- 
mon sewers and main drains, or 
for any ot the pm puses mentioned 
in section one ; and may construct 
such sewers and drains under or 
over any water course, bridge, rail- 
road, street, highway or other way, in 
such manner as not unnecessarily to 
obstruct the satin- ; and may enter upon 
and dig up any private laud, street or 
way for the purpose oi constiucting'said 
systems, laying such sewers and drains, 
and maintaining and repairing the same; 
and may do any other thing necessary or 
proper in carrying out tlie purposes of 
this ad. 

Section i, When lands, water rights, 
rights ot way or easements aie so taken, 
in any other manner than by purchase or 
agreement, said water and sewer board 
shall within thirty days ot said taking 
cause to be recorded in the registry of 
deeds tor the country ot Middlesex, 
southern distiirt, a description of the 
same as certain as is required in a con- 
veyance of land, wiili a statement ol ttie 
purpose lor, which the same are taken, 
signed by a majority ot said board: anil 
the tee II the lands, rights ot way or 
easements so taken or purchased shall 
vest ill said town ot Winchester. All 
damages which shall be sustained by any 
person or corporation b> reason ol sticii 
taking, or through any action ul said 
board under this act. shall be paid by 
the town. Il the damages are not agreed 
upon a jury in the superior court oi said 
county iiiti v be bad to determine the 
same, in the same manner as in case of 
lands tak- n tor highways ; but in the 
case of a l. king no suit shall be brought 
alter two years irom the date ot the re- 
cord inc. oi such taking as herein returned.

within three months alter service of said 
notice, ot. if apportioned, within three 
months after any part has become due. 
such sale and all proceedings connected 
therewith shall be conducted m the satin- 
manner as sales tor the non-payment ot 
taxes; and real estate so sold may be 
redeemed the same as it sold to' the non- 
payment ot taxes, and 111 the same 
mauiii r, such assessments or parts 
thereof may also be collected by an 
action of contract, in the name ot the 
town ol Winchester, against the owner 
of said estate, brought at any time 
within three vears alter the same has 
become due by the collector. 

Section .Y Any person aggrieved by 
such assessment may. at any tune within 
three months alter service of the de- 
mand mentioned in section six ot this 
act. apply to the superior court of said 
county for a jury to revise the same ; but 
before making such application be shall 
give fourteen days' notice in writing of 
his intention so to do to the said water 
and sewer board. Jaiul shall therein partic- 
ularly specify his objection lo the as- 
sessment, to which specification he shall 
In- confined before the jury. 

Section i) S.i id water and sewei 
board may from time to time prescribe 
Miles and regulations ior the inspection 
ot materials, construction, alteration or 
use of all particular sewers entering into 
common sewers, and may impose 
penalties, not exceeding twenty dollars, 
lor each violation ol any such rules or 
regulations. Such rules or regulations 
shall be published 1101 less (ban once a 
week lor three successive weeks in such 
newspaper published in the county ol 
i Middlesex as the water and sewer board 
shall order, and shall not take effect until 
such publication has been made. 

Section to. All the provisions of 
chapter forty-nine of tlie| Revised Laws 
and of acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, pertaining to sewers 
and drains, so far as the same are not 
iiu (insistent with tins act, shall apply to 
the town of Winchester ill earning out 
the provisions ot this act.

TEACHERS' FEDERATION. 

'I he lunch and meeting last Saturday 
afternoon (March 2) ol officers anil dele- 
gates ot the Massachusetts State 
teacher s Federation, to which the Win- 
chester teacher's club wa.s invited to 
send representatives, even though it has 
not yet joined the Federation, proved 
very successllll. 

An impottant outcome of the business 
meeting, w kit was presided over by 
President Krnst Makechine, ot West 
Somerville, was the consideration ol a 
platform which is to be submiit-tl to 
the various constituent bodies, lor 
adoption at the next annual meeting. 
The Federation, which now tepresents a 
membership oi more than 3.000 teachers, 
is asked to pledge itstll to carry on 
active propaganda to secure these ends: 

1. An adequate teacher's retirement- 
salary law. 

2. A tenure-of-othce law modeled as 
closely upon the New Jersey law as the 
Const ilu ion ot this Commonwealth pei- 
inits. 

.V State ceitihcation ot teachers. 

A uuest oi the meeting was Miss Anna 
('. Mutdock, president oi the Huston 
teachers' association. Miss Murdock 
exprtssed her personal sympathy with 
the movement and stated that the ques- 
tion ot her association's allying itself 
with the other organizations' is under 
serious consideration.

Report of CofiMiittoo Deliberative 



The meeting of Hie Meliorative As- 
sembly last week of which brief mention 
was made in last week's STAR, was of 
considerable importance and much inter- 
est was manifest. Owing to the crowded 
condition of our columns last week the 
repotts were necessanlv laid over until 
this week. The commitee on new hre 
«ation. Messts. E. K. Jewett, J. F. 
Dwinell and II W. Might, made the 
following report : 

Your committee have examined the 
present central hre station and what we 
considered possible locations foi a new 
fire house. The present fire house is a 
two story and basement frame building, 
'part of which was built about 1S73, the 
balance in 1S92. and is capable of accom- 
modating three pieces of lire apparatus. 
Owing to its age and the insufficiency of 
funds for aiiutl il repairs, the Infer partly 
due to the continual possiblity of grade 
Ciossing elimination, the building is now 
in a condition wiiere permanent re|>airs 
•re an impossibility without practically 
a complete reconstruction. There are 
numerous disadvantages in tb« interior 
arrangement and conditions, but as any 
permanent correction is dependent upon 
the reconstruction ol the building itself 
it is hardly worth while giving them con- 
sideration. 

The hre house is located on a lot in 
Winchester place formerly used lor town 
stable pin poses. The location oi the 
pieseut house was probably governed 
to some extent by the town owning 
unused land in the centre, and as the 
town was then small this advantage 
probably mole than offset the disadvan- 
tage of the sharp turn into Ml. Vernon 
street (no matter in which direction is 
the hre) just as the appatatus thould be 
gaining speed. With the spread and 
growth of the town today the seconds 
lost at the start by a disadvantageous 
location might be vital. 

The committee starteil with the 
premises that any new lire house must he 
located at or near the centre of the town 
oil the lot which will give the best op- 
portunity for si" ed on a majority of the 
four main roads leading from the centre, 
and that the grade crossing is to be eli- 
minated by one or mote bridges, either 
near the present railroad station, or at 
the centre, or at both points. Assuming 
that speed in arriving at a fire is the 
primary consideration itnatuially lollows 
that any location is undesirable which 
compels the asc ut of a grade immediate- 
ly, or nearly so. after le iving the hre 
house. This eliminates from considera- 
tion any location east of the pieseut rail- 
road u.u ks unless there ate reasons 
other than those pertaining to lire lighting 
Which would make it desirable lor the 
town to locate the lire house on that side 
ol die tracks. The committee believes 
there are no such reasons. Having con- 
cluded that the lire house should be west 
ol the tracks the committee considei that 
the only feasible location is somewhere 
on .Church street between Dr. Allen's 
bouse and the northerly side of Vine 
street. Il seems impossible to be more 
detinue before we know the location ol 
the bridge ot bridges which we assume 
are lo be b'lilt over the railroad. A lire 
house in the above section, as near as 
possible to the assumed bridge, will give 
the easiest possible run on at least three 
of the l air in. liu roads iro n the centre o 
the town, and when the proposed pat k- 
way in 1 he rem ol the present laundry is 
i:oinirurteil ihu difference between this 
I ic ition and one on Mi Vernon street 
so in a; the Washington street turn is 
con, tinted will be slight 

The grade at tnc comer ol Common 
nn.1l Church 'streets is 40 degrees 40. At

These reports show the reliability of 
the motor driven apparatus. Of the 
eight failures four were while the car 
was undergoing repairs ; three happened 
after car had started caused twice by 
damage to the magneto ami one by 
breaking axle ; once the car would not 
start and it is claimed the charleur was 
at fault. 

We consider that lite central house 
shoul I be arranged as nearly as possible 
,,, r engine, one cln mical and hose 
wagon, one hook and ladder truck, and 
possibly one chiefs wagon, all motor 
driven ; that a three door house is 
sufficient; that quarters be provided for 
ten men; that there be an office for the 
chief; that the lire alarm be installed 111 
the building, and that the basement be 
arranged for lepair shop and storage. 

Your committee was not instructed to 
report further than on the central tire 
house, but as this subject naturally leads 
to the question oi tire protection for the 
town, we have given that question some 
consideration. We lee) that while the 
protection now offered is good so far 
as it goes, there is room for improve- 
ment bv additions and rearrangement. 
With the new central fire house as des- 
cribed there should be in the Swauton 
street house a motor driven chemical 
and hose wagon with three permanent 
men, and a new house oil the west side 
of the same description, located some 
where near Bacon street and Everett 
avenue. The town should be divided 
into two districts, north and south of the 
centre, ami the apparatus ill cither north 
or south district should move up to and 
cover the centre when the alarm is in 
other than its home district. 

We consider that the improvements 
other than the new central house should 
be taken iu the lollowing order :— 

1st. Chemical and hose wagon for the 
central lire house. 

2ii(l. Fire house and chemical and 
hose Wagon ior the west side. 

3rd. Chemical and hose wagon tor 
Swii"lon street house. 

Motor driven pumping 
engine and hook and ladder, the first 
purchase depending upon which has 
made the ftirtheiest advance towards a 
re, ogoizi tl standard. 

We believe a lire department as out- 
lined will provide sufficient protection tor 
the* town as it is at present, ami will also

Fruin present indications we are on the 
eve of another serious coal famine such 
as held the country in its grip during the 
winter ot 1902 and 1903. 

The Hist militant note that sounded 
the death knell of peaceful relations 
between operators and miners came 
Tuesday morning with a cablegram 
trom London which announced that 
ico.ooo miners were ready to begin the 
usual bitter sti if e for higher wages. The 
Boston Post for Tuesday morning con- 
tained the lollowing despatch : 

" London. Feb. 26. Despite the 
efforts of Premier Asquith and cabinet 
ministers to effect a compromise, the coal 
strike, which may involve 100,000 men, 
broke out todav." 

The seriousness of this annouccment is 
brought home when we realize that the 
coal miners in the United States are also 
on the verge of a countrywide strike and 
that, if they act while the English miners 
are out, there w ill be no source from 
which we can obtain coal for love or 
money. The Boston Journal for Tues- 
day morning contained the following edi- 
torial upon the tenseness ot the situation 
and the trouble it promises for consum 
ers : 

" There is a coal crisis in this countty, 
too, though it is not so formidable as the 
one in England, but it has opened with 
the usual beligerent ptelimtnaries. We 
advise the consumer to keep his eyes 
open. 

" The 17s. iks) anthracite mine workers 
are said to be determined to secure from 
tlie operators the lollowing concessions : 
a 20 percent increase iu wages, the first 
in nine yeats ; a minimum rate of $3.50 
a day lor miners and $2.75 for laborers ; 
an eight hum instead of a nine hour day 
and with no proportionate reduction in 
wages, thus making clear a matter that 
brought trouble to a head in La- rence ; 
recognition ot the Union, the operators 
to collect the Union dues, or rather de- 
duct them and turn them over to the 
Union treasurers; abolition of the con- 
ciliation J board ; payment by the ton 
instead of by the carload for laborers 
doing scrap work. The present agree- 
ment between the miners and the opera- 
tors expires at the end of next month 01 
live weeks from next Sunday. The 
operatots are reported to be ready for a 
'long, hard tight.' Presumably the 
miners are iu the same pos tion. 

" A word to the wise consumer should 
be sufficient. He should remember 
keenly, even at this date, how truly the 
consumer paid all the bills of the last 
sttike. "

And as a servant ol the 
pastors of the town I wish to speak lor 
them their hearty congratulations to vou 
of the Visiting Nurse Association tor 
your splendid record ot healing anil help- 
ful ministry of 13 years among the sick 
and the'poor ot the town, for vour cour- 
age and faith and wisdom ill attempt- 
ing this experiment, and lor the success 
that has come to vou in the equipment 
that you have here, and the beauty ot its 
plan and artiitlgeiiient. We heartily 
congratulate you. 

We wish also to express our sincere 
gratitude and hearty appreciation to 
those who hy their gilts of money, and 
gifts of time, and gilts of thought and 
hard work have made this hospital pos- 
sible. All good things cost something, 
and the better they are, the more they 
cost. The founder of the London 
Polly technic was once asked what was 
necessary in order to make a polytechnic 
successful; and speaking out ot his own 
experience he said, "Somebody's life- 
blood. " And in proportion as we give 
the best that we are and have to this 
hospital, in thai proportion shall we have 
success.

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The othtrday itwasThe Spectators 
pleasure to meet a highly educated | 
gentleman of foreign birth who told of 
the vexatious difficulty experienced by 
an alien in the endeavor to master the 
English language. He pointed out to 
The S|>ectator that the spelling and 
pronunciation of English words is wholly 
arbitrary and that consequently the 
learner can have neither rule not analogy 
as a guide, but must laboriously and over 
innumerable conflicts and incon- 
sistencies inquire a correct knowledge 
of each word by itself. This orthographic 
difficulty however is not confined to the 
foreign striving to acquire a knowledge 
Of English, but is encountered by the 
native American or Englishman as well 
and is due to the composite character of 
the language and the variety of deriva- 
tion, of its multitudinous words. Even 
among those " to the manner born" 
thoioughly good spellers may be said to 
be the exception rather than the rule 
while the infallible one who never has 
need ol resort to the dictionary is so 
rare as to be vitally non-existent. Many 
otherwise well educated persons ate 
lame spellers, while others whose general 
educational equipment is meagre often 
spell with remarkable correctness. The 
Spectator believes this phenomenon lends 
plausabihty to the theory often advanced 
that the spelling faculty, like that ol 
music or mechanics is a natural gift with 
which one person is more largely en- 
dowed than another, lint be this as it 
may the lact is undeniable and lament- 
able that English is a dilhcult^ language 
to be spelled correctly, and this disadvan- 
tage ol recent years led to a varielv of 
etforts to remedy 01 ameliorate the evil 
though the adoption of a system of 
so-called " simplified " spelling. These 
attempts have thus far, however, nu t with 
limited practical success, perhaps Kir 
the reason that the good spellers have 
been content to spell "through" as 
"thru" and "mixed" as "inixt" 
while tin- poorer ones have been tillable 
to perceive how they would find their 
tooting any more certain under the new 
system than under the old.

Fur example 
"cat" might with equal propriety be 
spelled "kill" or "catt" and " mosquito" 
be spelled " moskecto. " This would 
be " siinplilied " spelling in practical 
reality, and all anyone would have to 
learn in order to be as good a speller as 
anyone else, would be the sounds indi- 
cated by combinations ol letters which 
would be ver> easy indeed. The system 
ot course would be rather grotesque, a 
circumstance which would be likely to 
militate against its finding favor with 
educated people, but it is not to be 
denied that it would possess substantial 
advantages while its general adoption is 
perhaps as probable as is that of the half 
way "retoruj" aheady seiiously ex 
ploited.

A bill is before the leKislatute to pro- 
hibit the use oi Hiitotn itic mid repeating 
shot Kims in hunting, by which it is 
hoped to stop tlie wholesale slatiRhtel "I 
game. This bill should receive the 
hearty support <>l fair-minded citizens, 
and interest fh»rii to urge its |iassage- 
It reads as follows: 

Section i. It shall he unlawful to 
use in hunting or shooting birds or 
animals of any kind, any automatic or 
repeating shot gun or pump ^un.or any 
shot gun holding more than two car* 
tridges at one time, or that may lie lire (1 
more than twice without reloading. 

Section 2. Violation of any provision 
of this act shall he punished by a line of 
not less than twenty live not more than 
one hundred dollars lor each offence ; 
and the carrying or possession in the 
woods or in any held or upon any wattr 
oi any gun or other weapon the use oi 
Winch is prohibited, as aloresaid, shall 
be prima facie evidence ol the violation 
ol this at t.

Makes Changes Necessary in Arling- 



In order to take care of growing de- 
mands and to facilitate the securing ot 
the best service a new department has 
been created by the Arlington ('.as Light 
Co. which is to be managed by B. L 
Locke, superintendent tor the past two 
years. 

Mr. Locke's duties as superintendent 
were shouldered March 1 by K. V 
Howe, toinierly superintendent of the 
Leominster das Light Co.. Leominster, 
so that Mr. Locke is now free to give his 
entire tmn- and attention to the business 
end ol the gas companies activities. He 
will have lull charge ot this new business 
department which has been specially 
created for the purpose ot looking alter 
the needs of the customers and the re- 
quirements of new customers as they 
come into the teriitoly. I he rapid 
glOWtli ot Arlington, Belmont, and Win- 
chester, and the large increase 111 the 
company 's business, as previously men- 
tioned, have been the direct causes tor 
the creation oi this new department. 
The company h it that, 111 order to cope 
successfully with the problems arising 
troiii tiiis rapid growth, a new depart- 
ment W.is needed which could be placed 
ill charge of a man familiar with the 
territory. 

Mr. Locke was fully competent to hll 
the place tor he had been w ith the com- 
pany one year as assistant superinten- 
dent and one yeal as superintendent, 
Before coming to Arlington lie had had 
nine year's experience 111 the manufac- 
ture ot gas machinery and gas, and in 
the construction of gas plants. 

Mr. Howe who takes Mr. Locke's 
place as supet intendent has served the 
Leominster (ias Light Co. in the same

count ot Ins increasing old age There 
was 110 trouhle with dead lish or sick lish 
In our reset voirs while he had charge ot 
the fishing, hut soon alter fishing was 
prohibited l>y the Water Commission 
(but not by the town) the trouhle began. 
Mr. Hruikett tilt badly that the Water 
Board peremptorily stopped lisfiing, not 
by vote of the town, but because tear 
ot personal contamination by fishermen 
was more dreaded than contamination 
from unbalanced animal and vegetable 
lite m the reservoirs. The following 
extracts are trom a letter written on the 
subject by Mr. Brackett to Dr. Benjamin 
T. Church, for many yeats chairman of 
the Winchester Board of Health, as 
printed in the Winchester STAR, De- 
cember 6th, 1907, alter fishing was 
stopped and Mr. Brackett was too teeble 
to attend town meetings. 

" The reservoirs are lull of carniverous 
fish which leed on insects and small vege- 
table eating fish. The consequence is 
that there is no check on the vegetable 
growth and it decays causing the water 
to become foul. The remedy lies in 
restoring the equilibrium lietween animal 
and vegetable life by allowing fishing, 
under proper regulations, catching out 
the larger carniverous fish. Were it 
possible, it would not be desirable to 
remove all the carniverous fish, as enough 
should be lett to maintain a balance 
between the annual anil vegetable 
teeders. 

" In the lollowmg summer after the 
water board staged there should be no 
more fishing in the reservoirs, thereby 
reversing the town policy of many years, 
dead lish were totind in t ie North lesei- 
voir and the next summer many more. 
Ibis was in 1906 and 1907. 'I he death 
rate reached alarming proportions. 
The halt starved perch raided the 
spawning beds ol the back bass and met 
the Lite due all marauders The bass, 
seizing the perch by the abdomen, just 
back ot the tore hi), with one gup ot 
their powertul jaws, crushed them to 
death, m some cases cutting them almost 
in two. When the air cell was broken, 
the perch sunk to the bottom, Others, 
floated on the surface tor days, rotting 
in the sun and reached slime only when 
driven by the wind. The W.iter Board 
had the shore patrolled and the lish 
picked up and buried until more than a 
thousand were disposed ot, many of them 
weighing from one to two pounds each. 
As many more sank to the bottom. Who 
has blundered ? Who is responsible for 
this carnival ot death, creating a nuisance 
far greater than all the fishermen could 
have perpetrated in twenty years? Had 
fishing been continued it would not have 
occurred. 

" Those who understand the manage- 
ment oi aquariums, know how easy it is 
to establish an equilibrium between 
animal life and vegetable life and thus 
keep the water pure. The reservoirs 
are only large aquaiiums and the same 
intelligent management will produce 
similar results. There is nothing com- 
plex in it, the lack of harmony is due to 
artificial conditions As long as the laws 
of nature are adhered to, the results are 
certain, 

" A careful investigation shows that 
during the many years that fishing has 
been permitted, not a complaint was 
made of any fouling of the water bv the 
fishermen. During the eleven years that 
I issued permits tor fishing I carefully 
atudied the results and can testify that 
twining under proper regulations, did 
not endanger the purity of the water. 
On the other hand, if we are to have 
water fit tor the table, such fishing is 
necessary." 

Recently I have consulted with the 
ptesent Massachusetts Fish and Game 
Commission regarding the usetulness or 
harm ol tish and fishing m Winchester 
water supply reservoirs. The Moderator 
of the town meeting spoke on this phase 
of the question last Monday evening 
quite sensibly except he ignured entirely 
the great difference in reservoirs regard- 
ing siae, localities, the number ot people 
who could tish and manv other condi- 
tions which place Winchester reservoirs 
in a class by themselves. Our two hun- 
dred acre reservoirs, five times as large 
as Boston common should not be con- 
founded with small artiheial rese-voirs. 
In large reservoirs it is much safer to 
tish than in small. Very much more ot 
the Metropolitan reseivoirs are open to 
fishing by permits than are closed and 
where fishing is allowed, it is allowed to 
the hundreds ot thousands ot people in 
the whole Metiopohtan district m addi- 
tion to those who teside in the outlying 
district, not to the tew fishermen in Win- 
chestei even with Medford and Stoneham 
included. If fishing and contamination 
are synonymous terms, the State Board 
of Health could and would entirely 
forbid it. It is hecause fishing does not 
contaminate V. iucheMer's extremely 
large water su ly reservoirs that the 
State Board has no control over Win- 
chester fishing and cannot forbid it un- 
less such fishing should be carried on 
under unhealthy condition*.

The Chairman of the Mass. Fish and 
Game Commission has recently written 
trie, Under date ot March i-st, 1912. as 
follows regarding the usefulness ol sonic 
kind of fishing 111 our reservoirs. He is 
certainly high authority in his line. 
Speaking tor the whole Commission he 
writes : — " Confirming our conversation, 
we ate ot the opinion that there can be 
no question that an excessive number ot 
large black bass ..ml other carnivetoiis 
lis'u wlnri destroy smaller vegetable 
eating lish may be very injurious to the 
quality- ot the water supply. Large 
pickerel and white and yellow peich 
.ii" group.-d with !m-s ..- carniverous 
lisll. In older to in. lint an the w.iter 
in the best possible condition, tree 
from "'I as .1:11! lastei resulting trom dej 
coiripiisjiion ol vegetable material, it is 
necessary th.it these water weeds be 
p .stored •'.mn 1 • v 1 prop r q lautity 01 
lieiluvi-roiH or v. g. table eating fish. It 
tin- large carniverous fi>h are in excessive 
iiiiiii ■ rs in'.- her liver an lidi will be re- 
duced to stii h a degree that the quality 
oi the w.iter wnl in- injured On the 
oth.er hand, an idetlU.lte milliner ol 
carniverous tish must be maintained to 
prevent an excessive number ot vegetable 
eating tish. In my opinion tins con- 
dition of equilibrium cm only be main 
tamed by regulated removal ol the large 
bass, pickerel and perch If^thlS is 
properly done without pollution of the 
water by the lishei ncll, die quality ot the 
water will likely to be improved, thus 
benefitting all the people who use the 
water. " This communication is signed 
by George W. Field, Chairman, and all 
who know Mr Field know he would not 
write any such U tter unless he honestly 
believed and had investigated the subject 
011 which he gave ottii ial advice. One 
speaker claim d last Monday that infor- 
mation ot this kind is antiquated and 
does not reler to to-day's conditions in 
our water supplv. Mr. Brackett's expert 
advice was given live ve^rs ago last 
Decembel and Mr. Field, who knew 
nothing ol his predecessor's letter in the 
STAR, wrote his opinion Match 1st, 
1912 and how nearly they agree ! The 
laws of nature do not become antiquated 
and change as quickly as some would 
have us believe and whatever truth the 
above experts were entitled to when they 
wrote tueir opinions, they ate entitled 
to now. The scientific, sanitary side of 
fish and fishing, as it 1 elates t j Winches- 
ter's water supply of today should be 
more carefully considered than it has 
been by those who consider a fisherman 
or an angler ot the Isaac Walton tvpe, a 
microbe ot the mo it poisonous kind and 
description. The quantity ot dead fish 
has constantly increased in our reser- 
voirs and vegetable matter is much mote 
m evidence than ever betore since fishing 
was prohibited. It we can get rid ot 
notions and prejudices against strictly 
guardeil fishing, such as other com- 
munities safely enjoy, we should do so 
and iisli under methods ot the most ap- 
poved kind. If we cannot have that let 
the tow n almost disgrace itself by luring 
men trom Gloucester to seine out the 
fish for tear some Winchester citizens 
even it carefully watched might injure 
the water supply and incidentally, enjoy 
taking out the fish. 

It the town water supply is so suscep- 
table to contamination trom fishing, 
why should not oiu ice supply, which is 
used so plentifully to cool and make pal 
Btable our drinking water also be under 
the watchful eye ol our microbe ••unters 
to see it that is absolutely pure. It is 
taken fioni a pond whose water has ;o 
he filtered or boiled betore it can be used 
by order oi the Stale Board ot Health, a 
pond in which fishing is allowed ot any 
kind and description all tile year round, 
a pond open to public Lathing without 
any restriction whatever and in which 
numbers do bathe without even a sign ol 
the scantiest bathing suit, in fact as 
naked as w hen they came into the world. 
To our extremists, this seems all light, 
but the scientific test should be applied 
to this variety ot our outside water 
supply as well as to our town supply. 
Much of/iur ice we drink as water and it 
should receive some attention as to 
quality and ancestry as well as the water 
used tor ordinary domestic purposes. 
No wonder Winchester fishermtu feel 
resentful that they receive so much un- 
complimentary attention as hurtful 
microbes and our ice men from out ot 
town receive none at all.

An Important Question Discussed by 



By invitation ot the Fortnightly a eon 
terence in the Interest ot the Home 
Makei and her problems was held in the 
Unitarian Church last Monday. 

Miss flattie Duugl.is chairman of tic 
Household Economics Committee ol the 
state federation presided and introduced 
the speakers ; Mrs. Nichols president of 
the Fortnightly who gave an address ol 
welcome : Mrs. Lucas who spoke upon 
the practical side oi Household 
Economics. Miss Barrows who ga ,- e 
legislative statistics in regard to the sub 
jeer, and Miss Helen Louise Johnson 
who spoke upon the " 'Club Woman's 
Kfspoiisi.ili.v " "Si m.!..,.; " 

Mis Lucas is the author ot the book 
" The Woman w ho .-spends. " She has 
made investiualioii 111 economic ijtiis 
Hons 111 Paris, I.- -n Ion. Beiliuand most 
ot the large cities 111 I'm- I 'nited States. 

She thought that Household Economics 
was die wrong word to use because to so 
many women it meant economy, or the 
going without the thu.g one wanted 
most tor lack ol money to buy it. It it 
had been called the " Science o! Home 
making " the women would show much 
mo'e interest in the subject. 

To her the hasp - idea 111 all home 
keeping is some plan ol work which 
should include the keeping oi accounts, 
and positive knowledge ol how ones 
income is spent. Mrs. I.ucas is a brilliant 
Speaker who sees the pathos and also the 
humorous side 01 her subject. Miss 
Johnson spoke upon the " Responsibility 
oi the club Woman" and standards. She 
said that club vv men have a greater 
power than the ballot would give them 
in the way 01 reform, because if the 3300 
club women in Massachusetts alone work 
logtther intelligently on any one subject 
they must succeed. Bv oovcoiting any 
one ot the food products Dr. Wilev has 
condemned they can kill its production, 
and thus carry on his work even if the 
power in authority have deposed him. 

Miss Johnson wished that every 
woman who has ajhomejto manage would 
cease to look upon it as the drudgery of 
cooking and dish washing, and regard it 
as a Hade. Instead of three meals to 
plan for each day, to think of it as 109s 
opportunities in the course of each year, 
to show how she can get the best value 
for monev expended. This must be 
taught in childhood, she said, like any 
other science, not guessed at by intuition 
when a girl reaches womanhood and has 
her own household to manage. She 
thought that each woman should create 
her own standard of living in accordance 
with her income, and live it with indi- 
viduality ami independence, only being 
sure that the same standard was used tor 
the back yard and the front parlor lace 
curtains. She brought out many house 
hold topic; from a view never drear.'ed 
ot by her audience, many a new thought 
on home making to be tried and 
proved. 

Miss barrows spoke trom the technical 
side ot the subject, and gave the object 
and values of bills at present betore 
the legislature. 

Mrs. Nichols then extended «.n in- 
vitation to a verv dainty tea served in 
Metcah Hall. 

Many well known club women were 
ill the audience, among them Mrs Mulli- 
gan, president ol the state federation, 
Mis. Perkins vice president, Mrs.

Last fall, Mr. Whitney wrote to the 
Water Boaid and offered to allow the 
turning of Mollie's tirouk trom his water 
power mto the South reservoir, calling 
attention to the tact that the reservoir 
was very low and might not fill up this 
season in case of a small rain tall. The 
otfer was accepted and Inst Friday the 
digging of a new channel to the reser- 
voir was completed and a large quantity 
ot the best water collected trom the 
rocky slopes west of the leservoirs is 
now running into the town water supply. 
It is estimated that about twenty million 
gallons of water in a year of average rain- 
tall can be counted upon Irom this new 
watershed, situated wholly within the 
Middlesex Fells, tree from contamination 
ot any kind. Next Long Pond and H»r- 
lick'sPond should be turned into the 
town supply if tound to be as good j 
sources of water as Mollie's brook. I

In 
social, moral and national ways they 
are as separate from us as though ihey 
were still in Southern hay. They 
work for us hut the conueci ion i» a cash 
nexus and they sp-ak ot us as " the 
other world " and not always in wavs 
of appi'ecblt ion. 

The address whs valuable iu as much 
as.it revealed conditions which are a 
social, moral and patriotic menace. 

The llrsi thing that needs to be done 
is to break down the barrier of langu- I 
age which separates them from us and | 
lo ihai end the grown people need to I 
be laughl the K. ullsh language. 

Here is a practical social problem ' 
right in our midst.

Mr. R. E. Joslin presented the follow- 
ing :

THE CAUSE OF 1 HE GOODWIN 
SANDS, AMP OTHER 
CAUSES. 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Yoiirrtadrrs may remember a story- 
told by good old Hugh Latimer, about 
the connection ot Tenterden Steeple and 
the drifting sands (known as the Good- 
win Sands) that, in 1099, suddenly closed 
the harbor ot Sandwich, «n the coast of 
England. No one could account for this 
phenomenon, though many came to in- 
vestigate. Among others, come a com- 
missioner sept directly by the King. He 
carefully looked over the ground and 
talked with the inhabitants, but no one 
had any solution to offer him, till he 
went to the hut of a man nearly a hun- 
dred years old, who had lived all his 
life in the same spot, and was very 
familiar with the shore. When Master 
More, the Commissioner, asked him if 
he could tell what caused this sudden 
change in the haibor, the old man re- 
plied:-" Yes, I think Tenterden Steeple 
caused it. I'm an old man, and have 
lived here all my lite, and before Ten- 
terden Steeple was built, Sandwich 
Haven was always open; but, as soon as 
the steeple was put up, the sand came 
dtitting in. So, 1 think Tenterden 
Steeple must have been the cause." 
hi This "post hoc, propter hoc" reason- 
ing is not contined to the old man of 
Sandwich Haven. Betore and alter his 
time, minds of a ceitain type have rea- 
soned in this way. Too zealous advo- 
cates of certain opinions have allowed 
themselves to adopt this kind ol logic. 
Conspicious examples of this have been 
ot late afforded by women suifiagists 
who have asserted that whatever public 
good has come in suffrage states since 
woman has had the ballot, has been 
brought about by her vote. It has so 
happened that certain coincidences have 
occuried which, at hrst glance, might 
seem to sanction this claim. For in- 
stance immediately alter sulfrage was 
granted to woman in the State ol Wash- 
ington, a referedum vote was taken in 
Seattle, resulting in the recall ot an ob- 
jectionable mayor. The sutttagists were 
jubilant over what the women had done. 
Their vote, it was asserted, had brought 
about this desirable result. But What 
prool had they that the woman's vote 
had done this ? The men of Seattle also 
voted, and were aroused and turned out 
in large numbeis. There is good rea- 
son to think the vote would have been 
the same, without the vote of the women. 
The women who voted f 1 the recall, 
were of the same class as the men who 
voted tor the recall. The mayor however 
had a good number ol followers among 
a eel tain class oi men, and the women ot

And then had you considered* how little , 
the modern educational syste u dues to 
uproot that crti' lt\ ' l ot age^, the sole 
attempt ol edii' ators w.i to develop the 
btains ot tlieir charges. These ages 
that have I roughl us up out oi barbaiism 
have taught us someluiig about educa- 
tion. Critic's have arisen who have I 
shown us that mental training without 
training ot anv other sou begtts one- 
sided desi lopm nt In consequence 
there has been much demand lor hand 
and body training as wi ll ; the physical ' 
side ot mail must in. educated Nui 
does relorm stop In n . 'there is vet the 
heart to be considered, tor certa n'y we 
have availed little it we have only edu- 
cated a cruel child's brain so that it may ; 
make its tools til cruelty a little sharper 
and develop its body so that it may 
make deeper thrusts. Mental training j 
alone merely increases the possibilities 
oi cruelty in one who is cruelly disposed ! 
by nature It the child is not naturally j 
endoised Willi a sense ot justice and with ! 
a desire to he kind, it is very likely to J 
apply its education to unci and unjust 
ends. I he means ot pievelitlllg this,, 
or at least oi minimi/nig the tendency, is 
at hand. Tin; Spectator urges moo- at . 
tention to " heart culture " in the public 
schools. 

Woman's misiion is an evalled one 
and hei lite task a serious ami sacred 
calling, though Her humble duties lie 
aloof from tin- hurly burly ot our turbu- 
lent lite and ate coll lined to the siniph st 
domestic routine, ho, in tin: broader 
sense, the education ot women is a social 
problem ot the gravest import. While 
the altered habits ot society and ever 
changing conditions ot soc ial life are 
tending to enlarge the sphere ot woman's 
activity, rather than diminish her power 
and usefulness, so in her mental and 
moral development are sown the seeds 
ot practical reform and national pros- 
perity. Hut The Spect.itoi wants to 
point out that there are certain features 
ot our complex social lite which are not 
altogether satisfactory. The education 
O' girls lor example, is not a well rounded 
and pertected systems in all ot its rami- 
fications. The early training ot die sex, 
though it aims at improving the mind in 
many uselul and polite accomplishments, 
is an artificial system at best if it pio- 
poses no higher end than soci il advance 
ment. The Spectator might cite cases 
to his knowledge where an undue 
emphasis is given to the mental improve- 
ment ot leniales to the exclusive end that 
they may shine in society. A " society" 
girl in the popular and powerful sense, is 
not the highest type ot womanhood. No 
doubt there are many society girls ol 
generous impulse* who are dtuiiul and 
devout as well as highbred and accom- 
plished; but it the puisuil o| pleasure is 
made the one desirable ami in I le tftey 
do not slime in all artihcial light, and 
h ive they not received a mental twist in 
tile wrong direction ! It is alw ays a 
young woman's duty lobe interesting, 
lather than iiidilleienl and languid. 
Ciemitlle gayl' - W'tlli'l due bounds >s ill 
no wise lliidigiiiued and uilPccotlimg 
Woman's laughter is one ol the best 
restoratives ; her imioceni mirth is .is 
welcome as music and lioyvers. I he 
Spectator does not look lot npe opinions 
or settled convictions in a young giil 
Iresh Irom boarding school. Dignity is 
not inconsistent with spiiglitliness and 
vivacity, while the -.t.ij ot convention 
otteii leiaid In i in- i.i.l and spiritual 
growth, Su h treedom ami e.ne .is give 
natural exjiiissioii toiler individuality 
are worth iiiitiyaling when exercised 
Within "lie r- -1. amis.

000.00 
m 1909 to #170, U.K. .00 in 19I0, $185,000.00 1 
in 1911 ami j.210,000.00 tnis year. One j 
reason tot the increases in many depart- 
ments is because ot deficits on account ! 
ot exceeding their appropriations The 1 
town has voted several times very decid- I 
ly against officials exceeding their j 
appropriations, but it still goes on and : 
will until we take drastic action. We 
also appropriate each year a large sum 
by transfer Iroin various receipts besides i 
what is raised by taxation and it would 1 
be better practice to abandon some 
accounts and vote the money fioin ttie I 
treasury directly, then voters would 
much more readil) recognize it, its an 
appropriation just as much as it it were 
r.nseii by taxation. 

Plumbing laws improved, building 
laws established, water works braced up, 
lite department strengthened, now let's 
tackle seriously at the adjourned meeting 
the grade crossing problem, and the lust 
step to be taken is to nury deep the 
smu'e bridge at the station proposition. 
Nobody but Mr. Vina! and his friends 
want it ami it will not have a I00K in. 
There are leallyonl) two plans, elevation 
and depression' and the hearing on them 
should be le opened. 

The water works ai tides were very 
deftly handled by Mr. Main and a lot ot 
tune ami raw talk saved theieby.

March 19. the citizens voted 
overwhelmingly against the establish- , 
ment of a municipal electric lighting 
plant tor the tow n. At the same meeting, 
under another Article, it was voted 
unanimously to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to make a conttact with The 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company of 
Boston tor lighting the streets and muni- 
cipal buildings im a period 01 ten years. 

This is the end of ,1 long and bitter 
figlif on the part of a lev citizens ot the 
1 town for the estal lishment ot a muni- 
cipal plant. A Munn ipail Lghting Com- 
mittee has been .it work tor two years 
gathering data and compiling reports 
purporting to show 1 he advantages and 
success ol municipal plants tn different 
parts oi New l-.ngiami and tiie I uited 
States.

promptly followed by the grunting of the 
; suffragist:.' request tu submit the question 
I to the voters of Ohio by I lie Constitu- 
i tional Convention. The vote was 76 in 
I lavor to 34 against The subject goes to 
I the voters in July or August. 
I The Still veil Constitutional Amend 
nient was defeated in the N. V. Asseni- 
, bly bv a vote 01 21 to 19 but the asseni- 
' bly cast 6S votes to non-concur in the 
adverse report ol tin- judiciary coniuiit- 
I tee to 63 111 lavor. The matter now goes 
into the hands ol tile rules committee. 
' Tins is a hopetul snowing lor the suf- 
fragists in the great conservative state 
ol New York. We quote trom the Wo- 
man's Journal:— The Independent Labor 
Party in England has passed a resolution 
that no lull broadeuii g the suffrage to 
men alone will in: satisfactory, and has 
i instanced its representatives in frirlia- 
1 nient to vote against Mr. Asqttith's 
i manhood Suffrage bill unless it is 
! amended to include women. Local 
I Labor unions all over Great Britain arc- 
pas nig resolutions declaring that no 
extension ol Ihe franchise trom which I 
I women are left out will satisfy tiietn. 
i "Plus is a piece of true chivaliy. It is the j 
! more remarkable when we consider that 
the working people slitter real and 
sen ius w rong trom tlie-tuitair advantage 
; given to the rich over the poor by 
England's present franchise laws. 
Altogether ii i-. one ol the first thing* 
that has happened since Wyoming came 
into Ihe Union as a State more than 
twenty years ago. Having had twenty 
year's experience ol equal suffrage as. a 
territory Wyoming was bent on retain 
nig it as a State, and the constitutional 
(■invention which drew up the Con- 
si Million lor the New State put in a 
Mintage clause by an almost unanimous j 
vote Hut the Constitution had to be j 
siitiinilleil to Congress tor approval and 
Congress was known to rtgard woman 
sinhage witn an unfriendly eye. A sug- 
gestion was 111. nil- trom Washington that 
11 might be well ii* leave siiill.ige out ol 
the Constitution temporarily ; they cotilu 
restore it t>\ a i:<'iiM ituiioi'.il amendment 
when Wyoming was mice s.itel> aillniited 
as .1 State. The territory was eager for 
Statehood, but Hie answer -..•ul back was, 
" Wyoming will stay out lor a hundred 
years rather than come 111 without .her 
women."

nights and days. T-e way some 
dumb creatures are made 10 saner 
with the cold is a shame and o.ighi 
to make every humane person a 
worker for animals" rights unul a 
law is passed requiring every o*ner 
of captive dumb creatures to provi-le 
tight weatherproof Winter quarters 
and warm bedding for them. The 
rtate has animal inspectors for every 
town to watch out for disease and to 
see that hygienic conditions exist. 

This Is a forward step. Let the state 
now add to the Inspectors' duties the 
matter of the proper winter housing 
and bedding of aM cattle and fowl and 
a great act of justice and mercy will 
be done. The responsibility for this 
suffering Is yours. It will never be 
remedied until the people rise up and 
demand it. I hope all the granges 
win get to work and especially the 
'■•••••>. -n It seems to me that some- 
thing can be done by another winter 
to forever protect our dumb captives 
from the cold and guarantee them 
comfortable housing. 

The M. S. P. C. A. has prosecuied 
many animal owners for neglect this 
winter: some of them were sentenced 
two and three months In Jail beslocs 
a fine. Anyone who knows of dumb 
creatures exposed to the weather is 
asked to give the particulars to the 
M. P. S. C. A., 45 Milk St., Boston, 
who will Investigate at once. There 
is no need of giving your name should 
you not care to do so. The revised 
laws of Massachusetts Impose a max- 
imum punishment of |250 and one 
year's imprisonment for unnecessarily 
failing to provide food, drink, shelter 
or protection from the weather for 
animals. 

The Humane society needs funds 
sadly to cover the enure state wiih a 
paid patrol to guard these dumb creat- 
ures' rights and ferret out any cruel- 
lies or hardships. The matter re- 
quires eternal vigilance through a 
corps of Meld workers and I hope the 
people will give money liberally for 
It. Officers of the society have the 
dumb animals near to their hearts 
and are working and planning for 
them constantly. 

The society is working hard tu 
bring about more humane slaughter- 
ing of food animals, after the meth- 
ods employed in government abattoirs 
abroad and has plans afoot for the 
erection at Boston of a modern hos- 
pital for the care of sick and dis- 
abled animals of the poor anywhere 
thronshout the state.
